GLORY FOR OLD INDIANA. 


Perfectly Lovely Time Had at 
Hoosier Foregather at Bank- 
er’s Oak Park Res- 
idence. 


_ Readers of Indiana literature should not be 
surprised if in next week's most popular sell- 
ers they meet a new hero—a little round 
faced, sparse haired, ever smiling gentlemen 
of leisure (sympathetically portrayed), with 
a magnificent town house (minutely de- 
scribed) surrounded by enchanting grounds 
(sung in verse). 

If at the great garden party in the 
‘steenth chapter, where the plot reaches its 
climax, the hero appears in the hall of his an- 
cestral mansion receiving the great press of 
guésts in pure white broadcloth evening 
clothes, with waistcoat embroidered with 
wisteria, white shoes, and a sailor straw hat 
in hand, the reader will know that in real life 
he is John Farson of Oak Park and Chicago. 

Everybody admitted that Indiane author- 
ship had received a new inspiration at the 
rose festival given by the Indiana society last 
night on the grounds of Pleasant Home, Mr. 
Farson's Oak Park residence. It was quite 
the most delicate effect that ever has been 
secured in or out of the fiction and poetry belt. 


Many Revel at $2.50 Per. 

Some 2,000 or more persons who either were 
born or would just as soon have been born in 
Indiana, went out to Oak Park and reveled 
in the delicate enjoyments provided for the 
bargain price of $2.50 per. What they don't 
know now about the Farsons, their house and 
grounds, their automobiles and dogs, will 
not be missed from realistic fiction. 

The main feature of the evening was the 
production of A Midsummer Night's Dream 
on the Wabash,’ a “fantastic muscical 
pastoral, the book written by Wilbur D. 
Nesbit of Ohio and the music by Wallace 
Moody of Kentucky. The skit was staged in 
a red and white rose embowered theater on 
the lawn. 

All the Indianans who had them went 
out in their motors which lined up about 
the Parson grounds to the number of 100 
or more. 
thronged a special Northwestern train of 
ten coaches and were led from the railway 
station to Pleasant home by special guides 
who opened up a line of march between solid 
ranks of the native Oak Parkers.

As the throng pressed in betwen the box 
office and a gorgeous bed of red peonies it 
was noticeable that the event was distin- 
guished by a great variety of costume. The 
men were seen for once liberated from sol- 
emn black and garbed in all manner of rail- 
ment. J. Hamilton Lewis appeared in a 
delicate gray suit, with a white tie thrust 
through a ring midway down his shirt bosom, 
and a Still more delicate gray hat drooping 
rakishly over his left brew. Then there came 
cutaways, business sacks, outing suite, white 
flannels, and one or two white ducks. 


But Our Hero—0, Wow! 

But the wildest anticipations of what Farson 
would wear were discounted by the reality 
of the garb of that imaginative dresser. It 
was with this curiosity in every breast that 
the throng moved with one impulse from the 
gateway up the walk and across the broad 
veranda into the house where the receiving 
line was doing business. There thinning out 
to single file the guests were passed from 
Hugh T. Hadley to Mr. and Mrs. Joseph De- 
frees and then—then Farson. There he stood, 
next in line, bowing and smiling and uttering 
happy and apt things—there he stood in that 
immaculate white evening suit with its em- 
broidered waistcoat. It was a sartorial tri- 
umph, it was the poetry of clothes, and for 
pure romance it had the best selier faded 
off the map. 

The line of guests passed on, meeting in turn 
Mrs. Farson, Judge and Mrs. K. M. Landis, 
Mr. and Mrs. Harry Miller, Judge and Mrs. 
Baker, President McIntosh of Wabash col- 
lege, the Rev. E. V. Shay lor and Henry 8. 
Towles, all native Hoosiers, but there was 
many a glance backward at that glistening 
white suit and many a return from the re- 
ception line to view the work of art at leisure 
from the distant drawing room. 


All Suspected of Authorship. 

As on all occasione when Hoosiers meet 
together, everybody suspected almost every- 
body else of being an author or of being 
about to be one. You never can tell, it ap- 
pears, when a Hoosier may be taken with 
incipient authorehip. Of course, everybody 
was primed for Whitcomb Riley, who failed 
to appear, thus ellowing a lot of well mem- 
orized quotat ions from his works as evi- 
dences of admiration to fester and go tq 
waste in the braing of his admirers. But 
the worshipers of the Indiana muse made 
up the loss on attentions to Charles Major, 
George Barr McCutcheon, and George Ade, 


Then Comes the Pastoral. 


About 9:30 o’clock the guests took seate on 
the lawn before the roge embowered stage, in 
close proximity to the perfumed fountain, 
and witnessed the musical pastoral.

Ameriéan Humorist Has rlme 


of His Life““ at Windsor. 


OFFERS TO BUY THE PLACE. 


Says Queen Is as Pretty as 35 Tears 
Ago; Didn’t Tell Her So.

LONDON, June 22.—Mark Twain offered 
to buy Windsor castle of King Edward to- 
day while talking with his majesty at the 
royal garden party. 

The American humorist was the center of 
attraction at the garden party. He was 
Honized by the king's brother, the duke of 
Connaught; Chief Justice Alverstone, the 
bishop of Chichester, Premier Campbell- 
Bannerman, and Ellen Terry. 

Every one wanted to be presented to the 
American, and he laughed and joked with 
every one he met, even including the king 
of Siam, who was present. 

His Talk with the King. 

Twain was conducted through the royal 
gardens by Ambassador Reid. He was pre- 
sented to King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra, and the king so enjoyed the incident 
he kept the humorist at his side for nearly 
half an hour. It was during this conversa- 
tion that Twain offered to buy Windsor castle 
if the king decided to sell it. The king and 
queen entered into the spirit of the occasion 
and joked with Twain in the humorist's own 
style. 

Doesn’t Dress in White. 

Far from feeling tired, Twain seemed to 
grow younger as the day progressed. Tonight, 
when he returned to his hotel, having been 
driven to town by Sir Thomas Lipton, he 
declared the party had acted as an elixir of 
youth. In dress alone Twain was conven- 
tional. His purity suit of white lay neg- 
lected, and he went correctly in frock coat, 
light trousers, and silk hat. The latter in- 
stitution is one he particularly detests. 

In telling of his audiences tonight Twain 
said: 1 think it no exaggeration to say 
the queen looks as young and as beautiful 
as she did thirty-five years ago when I saw 
her first. I did not say this to her, because 
I learned long ago never to say the obvious 
thing. I leave the obvious things for com- 
monplace, inexperienced people to say. That 
she still looks to me as young and as beauti- 
ful as she looked thirty-five years ago is good 
evidence that 10,000 people already have 
noticed this and have mentioned it to her. 
I could have said it and have spoken the 
truth, but I have been too wise for that. 
I have kept the remark unuttered, and this 
saved her majesty the vexation of hearing 
it for the ten thousandth time. 


King as a Joker. 

„Hl majesty was courteous. In the course 
of our conversation I reminded him of an 
episode sixteen years ago when I had the 
honor to walk a mile with him when he was 
taking the waters at Homburg. I said I 
had often told about that episode, and that 
whenever I acted as a historian I made a 
good history of it, worth listening to, but it 
had found its way into print once or twice in 
unauthentic ways. and had been badly dam- 
aged thereby. I said I should like to go on 
repeating this history, but I should be quite 


J fair and reasonably honest, and, while I

‘Owner of House That Camped 
Out“ Offended by His Talk. 


DETAILS ARE KEPT SECRET. 


Defendant Says He Cannot Remember 
Any Harsh Comment. 


Franklin MacVeagh was made the de- 
Tendant in a $50,000 slander suit filed yester- 
day in the Circuit court by Wilson Carey, 
proprietor of the house that camped out.“ 

Mr. MacVeagh is charged by Mr. Carey's 
attorney, George J. Crane, with “ having 
said quite a few things about the houge,’’ 
but he says he cannot understand the rea- 
son for the suit, asserting that his comment, 
if he made any, was of a general and harm- 
less character, such as might be called forta 
by the sight of a house located on the side- 
walk. 

There are no other facts available in this 
latest development in the progress of the itin- 
erant house. Mr. Crane, who might furnish 
more, does not. At the house itself, now 
located at 11 Scott street, the Carey family 
declined to give any information. 

The trouble began when James B. Waller 
decided to bulld an apartment house on his 
property at the southeast corner of Schiller 
and State streets, on which the two story 
frame house occupied by the Careys was 
standing. 

House Begins Halting Journey. 

They bought the house for $50 and moved it 
across the street on vacant property of R. D. 
Kirby of Philadelphia. Mr. Kirby found it 
there and ordered it off. He came to Chicago 
a year later and found it still on his property. 
Then he secured a court order for its removal. 
A contractor took the job of getting it off. 
Mr. Waller agreed to give it a place on a 
piece of property in Scott street. 

The residents in the latter nelghborhood ob- 
jected, and when the itinerant house was on 
the State street sidewalk, with only its back 
steps in the Kirby lot, the city revoked the 
permit. There the house stood, with the 
Carey family living in it. 

Then the city relented and permitted the 
moving to continue, and the house reached its 
Scott street site. As probably was natural, 
the house made some noise in the neighbor- 
hood in which these things happened and 
there was talk.“ 

„Much Talk,“ Says Lawyer Crane, 

“There was much talk,“ said Attorney 
Crane after the preecipe had been filled. Mr. 
MacVeagh said quite a few things, and Mr. 
Carey says there are others who talked. I 
cannot say whether action will be taken 
against these others.“ 

„It's like a bolt out of a clear sky.“ said 
Mr. MacVeagh, I don’t remember having 
said anything about Mr. Carey. I don't even 
recall the name. I saw the house sanding 
in the street, but that isall.” 

The itinerant residence was not opened up 
to callers last night, and, therefore, no in- 
formation could be secured there. The front 
door was barred and the windows protected 
py slats. Attempts to secure the attention of 
persons within by knocks on the back door 
had no other result than to cause one member 
of the family to look out of an upper floor 
window for an instant. 

Mr. Crane says he will have a bill of partic-

HEAT AFFECTS WEAK HEART 


Festivities Abandoned, and Members 
Return to City. 


Week end festivities at the Homewood 
Country club were brought to an unexpected 
ending yesterday afternoon by the sudden 
death in the clubhouse of Parry L. Wright 
after he had collapsed on the golf course. 
The heat is believed to have affected Mr. 
Wright’s heart, which was weak. 

The shock to the members of the club was 
only the greater use no one knew of his 
sudden iliness until news of his death was 
carried to them by an employ6 of the club. 

More than the usual number of week end 
visitors had been attracted to the club- 
house by the hope of relief from the heat 
of the city. After Mr. Wright's death all 
club members and visitors gave up their 
plans for recreation and returned to the city 
with the body. 

Mr. Wright went to the clubhouse early 
in the afternoon, apparently in the best of 
health. Just before 4 o’clock he banteringly 
challenged his friend, Hugh White, to a game 
of golf. The invitation was accepted and the 
game was begun at once. 


Complains of Excessive Heat. 


Mr. Wright started around the course, but 
had gone only three holes when he com- 
plained that the heat was intolerable. He 
proceeded, only to stop a second time. 

I don’t know what's the matter with me, 
Hugh, as I never felt so before in my life,“ 
he said. I believe that I will go back and 
bathe my head in cold water and see if that 
has the proper effect.” 

Mr. White offered to go to the clubhouse 
with him, but the sick man Insisted that he 
would return in a few minutes. Without 
asking for assistance from club attendants, 
Mr. Wright went to the washroom. Evi- 
dently the first dash of water had had the 
opposite of beneficial effect, as an attendant 
who entered the room a moment later found 
Mr. Wright's dead body upon the floor. 

The man hurriedly ran to the club parlors 
and told of his discovery. Several physicians 
were summoned immediately. . Restoratives 
were Applied, but death had been instanta- 
neous. The body wae taken to the Wright 
residence, 193 East Thirtieth street. 


Lived in Chicago Twenty Years. 

Mr. Wright was born in Indianapolis on 
May 5, 1%. He had lived in Chicago twenty 
years. He was general manager and vice 
president of the Luxfer Prism company, of 
which he was one of the owners. 

Mr. Wright was an active member of the 
Homewood Country club and was on the club 
Unke as often as his business would permit. 
He also was president of the Men’s club of 
St. Paul's Universalist church. Mr. Wright 
leaves a widow, a daughter of the late Col. 
Robert F. Campbell of EI Paso, Tex.

Quiet Restored in Disturbed

any further violence. The result is a general- 
by hopeful belief that the situation has passed 
ite worst stage.

Revolt Ceases to Excite Sympathy. 

Conservative opinion here is that the revolt 
has ceased to be a unique popular uprising 
and hes become simply moblike resistance 
against constituted. authority such ag the 
world has seen hundreds of times before, a 
local insurrection doomed to certain failure. 
So long as it attempted to paralyze the gov- 
ernment by the passive suppression of all 
its local functions it was a political spectacle 
which challenged attention by its novelty. 
When a mutiny of troops was added to the 
situation it became ominous to the whole 
nation, though this feature, so far as known, 
has now disappeared. 

The district in revolt comprises about 10,000 
square miles, with a population of about 
1,600,000, There already are enough troops 
on the ground to suppress any uprising, but 
many thousands more from all parts of 
France are being concentrated there by every 
means of transportation. The military force 
will be so overwhelming that within the next 
twenty-four hours the futility of resistance 
will be palpable to the most foolhardy in- 
eurgents. 

The purpose of the government is to over- 
awe the populace rather than to subdue it by 
the active use of force. They are wise in 
this, for public sentiment in the country 
would not /tolerate unnecessary violence 
against a misguided people, whose sufferings 
are genuine and whose desperation has won 
widespread sympathy. 

Some further violence is not only possible 
but probable owing to the wide extent of the 
territory affected. Two or three days, how- 
ever, ought to see the end of physical dis- 
turbance, and then there will remain the 
economic political problem. 


Archbishop to Be Arrested? 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

ROME, June 22.—It is rumored here that 
Premier Clemenceau of France intende to 
order the arrest of the archbishop of Mont- 
pellier, who is supposed to favor the nation- 
alists, who are reported to be secretly en- 
couraging the agitation in the south.

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MAXIM GORKY BLAMES CZAR 
FOR EMPIRE’S CONDITION. 


Denounces Nicholas as Degenerate 
and Egotistical Ruler, Guided 
Wholly by Instinct of Self-Preser- 
vatlon— Emperor Has Only Courage 
Born of Despair—Dissolution of the 
Duma May Result in Even More 
Radical Parliament. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, June 22.—Maxim Gorky in a 
letter in the Nation denounces the Anglo- 
Russian entente and puts forward reasons 
why England should refuse the Russian 
government money. He describes the czar 
in the following terms: 

“A (degenerate, as egotistic as an animal, 
and equally ignorant of the principles of 
justice, he is incapable of work and is guided 


solely by the instinct of self- preservation. 


Apart from this instinct he has ncither aim 
nor idea of duty. His business ig in dis- 
order and on the verge of bankruptcy, and 
every day seems to be approaching nearer 
and nearer to ruin. He is a tyrant in his 
home, repugnant to all, incapable of high 
aims, and lost to all human feelings. He is 
still physically strong and knowledge of his 
approaching annihilation is no secret. It 
arms him with the courage of despair. He 
has no ecruples and fights like a wild beast. 
He already has shown, however, signs of 
weariness, and the end which he so well de- 
serves ig drawing near.“ 


Confidence of Czar Shaken.. 


Gorky explains the czar’s “ cruel obstinacy 
and struggle for power by an analysis of 
the personal psychology of the last of the 
Romanoffs. He says: 

“ The confidence of the czars in their right 
to the throne has been shaken. Paul I., 
who was murdered by his nobles, was the son 
of an unknown father. That thought tor- 
mented him all his life, and finally drove him 
to madness. Alexander I. suffered doubt as 
to whether he was entitied to the throne or 
not, and that uncertainty found expression in 
Nicholas I. The vacillating of Alexander I. 
between Iiberalism and -autocracy was ex- 
plained by some doubt whether he were czar 
by right.” 

The dissolution of the duma is regarded as 
bad, but the breaking of the emperor's 
promise to the people and the change in the 
electoral law is declared immeasurably 
worse. No party approves it, and even the 
reactionaries declare they have lost rather 
than gained. One of the chief members of 
the league of Russian people commonly 
called the Black Hundred said: 

I consider the third duma will be far 
worse than the first two, because in my 
opinion its members will be chiefly October- 
ists, who are far more dangerous opponents 
to the God given unlimited autocracy of the 
sovereign than the socialists and revolu- 
tionists.. Our ministers are so imbued with 
modern liberal ideas that there is serious 
danger of their giving way to the demands of 
such a duma.”’ N 


Nation’s Discontent Great. 


That this curious view of government isa 
genuine expression of apinion is proved by 
the fact that leaders of the league are issuing 
directions to provincial branches to vote for 
candidates of the extreme left at the coming 
duma elections when it is certain their own 
candidates are unreturnable. The géneral 
discontent of the nation is as great as before 
the publication of the October manifesto.

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| YERKES’ DREAM FOR METRO PO- 


LIS REALIZED FINALLY. 


New Line in Underground Transpor- 
tation System Is Eight Miles Long 
—Begun in 1903 and Completed at 
Cost of 928,000, 0 00—Comprehen- 
sive Plan Mapped Out by Late Chi- 
cage Magnate Includes Eight Bores 
Constructed at $150,000,000 Outlay 


LONDON, June 22.—The last link of the late 
Charities T. Yerkes’ tube system of under- 
ground railroad was opened today. The new 
Une, which connects the gorthern suburbs 
with the heart of London, is eight miles 
long. It was begun in 1903, runs on an aver- 
age sixty feet below the surface, and cost 
$25,000,000. A party of financiers and offi- 
clals attended the opening ceremony, which 
was followed by an elaborate luncheon. The 
public were permitted to travel free during 
the afternoon and evening, and were given 
souvenirs of the opening of the road. 


Yerkes’ Plans a Reality. 


Seven years ago Charles T. Yerkes arrived 
from Chicago and laid before the British capi- 
talists interested im traction development 
an ambitious group of ideas. At that time 
London had only three underground elec- 
tric railways. Two were short and com- 
paratively unimportant, connecting the 
financial center with South London, and 
the so-called 2-penny tube, extending for 
sever miles between the Bank of England on 
the east to Shepherd’s Bush on the west. 
These lines made no pretensions to com- 
prehensiveness. 

Today the Yerkes group of ideas has been 
fully realized. Moreover, the general trunk 
system which he projected has been supple- 
mented until underground London is honey- 
combed with tubes giving quick and comfort- 
able service in all directions. Mr. Yerkes’ 
first work was to electrify the old steam, 
shallow railways extending up and down the 
Thames and around the crowded district on 
the central north. Then he bullt the Water- 
loo tube under the Thames, between Pad- 
dington station and the Elephant and Castle. 
This. was the line nearest his heart. It cost 
£5,000,000 ($25,000,000) to construct the dou- 
ble tube over eight miles long and furnish 
it with brilllantly lighted cars, roomy sta- 
tions, walled and cefled with glazed brick 
and well ventilated. 

Capital Invested $150,000,000. 

The total number of deep-level tubes is 
eight and the capital invested is 30,000,000 
($150,000,000). The annual passenger accom- 
modation is 600,000,000. The average depth 
of the stations is sixty feet. That at Fins- 
bury park is only twenty feet, while those 
at Covent garden and Hampstead are 123 and 
185 feet respectively. Most of the stations 
on intérsecting lines are connected, so that 
London sixty feet down is now a labyrin*h of 
glazed brick passages and corridors brightly 
lit up, with ornamental doorways of carved 
white stone and thronged with people hurry- 
ing hither and thither for their trains.

Every advantage 
of the delay is being taken by us, and, while 
we hope the men will not be called out, we 
are taking no chances.” 


Sends $10,000 to Strikers. 

In a statement issued last night Secretary 
Russell of the telegraphers’ union declared 
that the San Francisco strike had been legal- 
ly authorized, and that the 132 locals in the 
country will support the strikers finan- 
cially. He forwarded $10,000 in the after- 
noon to President Small to pay strike bene- 


ts. 

„The strike was not called until President 
Clowry of the Western Union company had 
been given an opportunity to show the sin- 
cerity of his promises,“ said Mr. Russell. 
„His insincerity was shown when a commit- 
tee of San Francisco telegraphers endeav- 
ored to take up their grievances with the 
local superintendent. They were informed 
they would be received only as individuals. 
Arbitration was proposed and was absolutely 
refused, and the strike followed.” 

Mr. Russell concluded his statement by as- 
serting that the “ struggle will continue un- 
til we are victorious or the companies show 
a disposition to arbitrate.” 

Deny Strike Breakers Are En Route. 

Investigation by officers of the telegraphers’ 
union of the reports from Ogden, Utah, and 
Rawlins, Wyo.., that several carloads of 
strike breakers were en route to San Fran- 
cisco, reveals that these telegraphers are not 
strike breakers, but railroad telegraphers 
engaged at Chicago for employment in the 
railroad service on the Pacific coast. 

For several years the railroads on the Pa- 
cific coast have been compelled to recruit 
telegraphers in this manner, and shipments 
are made from Chicago every Tuesday and

Mr. Fisher and Edgar L. Masters, another 
attorney for the defense, argued to consider- 
able length that it would not be possible to 
produce evidence of a conspiracy against the 
newspapers for the reasom that they had 
legal right to enter into a contract with cer- 
tain newsdealers as their exclusive agents 
and could terminate that contract at their 
will for any cause whatsoever. 

Mr. Austrian conceded that the Record- 
Herald or the Chicago Examiner or any other 
newspaper might enter into such a contract 
as an individual, but insisted that when they 
did so in a collective capacity for an illegal 
purpose they became at once amenable to the 
anti-trust ac. 


In arguing the proposition that the defend- | 


ant corporations could not be brought before 
an examining magistrate on a summons at- 
torneys fer the defense used such arguments 


as the fact that corporations could not get: 


away; that they could not be arrested and 
could not be put in jail. Consequently, they 

there was no precedent for bringing 
them into court on a summons. Judge Fake 
pertinently inquired at that juncture how 
could a corporation be brought into a prelim- 
inary proceeding? 

Corporation Same as Person. 


It was stated by Mr. Holt that a corporation 
could be brought before an examining magis- 
trate the same as 4 person and that a sum- 
mons was the ordinary means of procedure. 
If the corporation refused to come into court, 
it could be fined, he gaid. Mr. Holt said the 
judge had authority to inquire into all crim- 
inal complaints, including those against cor- 
porations, and say whether they were mat- 
ters for the grand jury. Judge Fake in re- 
sponse said that he felt that it was not intend- 
ed that corporations should be given more 
privileges than individuals. He has not an- 
nounced his decision on that point. 

Mr. Austrian quoted the statutes to prove 
that corporations were designated as persons. 
and that the law expressly stated that no per- 
sons should be discharged by reason of any 
insufficiency of the complaint. 

One of the interesting features of the hear- 
ing was the attack on the constitutionality of 
the anti-trust laws of Illinois by the four 
newspapers that have been fighting the 
trusts these laws are expected to curb. The 
point raised by the defendants was that the 


law was unconstitutional because one of its 


sections provided that a trust could be con- 
vioted by a preponderance of evidence. 
Walter L. Fisher maintained that this sec- 
tion was at variance with the constitutional 
right under which no person may be deprived 
of his life, liberty, or property without due 
process of law. and unless a jury is satisfied 
that he is guilty beyond all reasonable doubt. 
The spectacle of the newspapers fighting 
the trust laws is so remarkable that it has 


excited general criticism.

OLDEST BRIDGEMAN ENDS LIFE

bridgetender, committed suicide last evening 
by shooting, in his house, 57 North Ann 
street.

M’CORMICK COLT WINS CITY HAN- 
DICAP AT LATONIA. 


Eastern Horse Takes $10,000 Purse, 
Making a Show of His Field After 
a Poor Start by Jockey Garner— 
Picks Up the Rest of the Field 
Steadily and Finishes with a 
Great Run Through the Home- 
stretch. 


Cincinnati, O., June 22.—[Special.]—James 
H. McCormick's Tileing, well backed around 
7 to 1. and ridden by Garner, won the $10.000 
City handicap at Latonia like a genuinely 
good colt. 

After Garner had made a wretched be- 
ginning, Tileing picked up his horses 
steadliy and had them all hitched to a post 
when he made his stretch run. It was a 
classy performance, considering his poor 
break and that he was conceding weight to 
all the best horses in the big field. 

It was the biggest and richest western turf 
event of the summer and the east trimmed 
the west for fair, good, and plenty, and then 
some. A more thorough beating could not 
have been given such a strong field of west- 
ern horses by this New York colt that began 
so badly and won going away. That tells 
the story of Tileing’s performance and class. 


Runs Over His Field. 


He ran over his fleld decisively. The com- 
pact Tileing, son of Hastings and Futile, 
broke absolutely last and appeared hopeless- 
ly out of it as the fleld swept past the grand 
stand and clubhouse led by. Pasadena. Phil 
Finch, Mike Sutton and Lexoline, all four 
running head and head. 

It looked like poor jockeyship on Garner’s 
part to get away so badly for such a race 
as this, but after that the boy handled the 
colt coolly and cleverly.. He hugged the rails 
and saved all the ground he could. As the 
openings occurred he popped his horse 
through and waited patiently for the next. 
In this manner Garner worked his way up 
gradually until he was first at the end of six 
furlongs. It was evident the eastern jockey 
had a good horte under him and he knew It. 


Garner Rides Qut. 


Turning for home Garner wisely came out 
to avold interference and then set down his 
colt, which still wae full of running below 
the paddock. He disposed of Lexicone and 
then fiercely challenged Phil Finch and Pas- 
adena, which had been engaged in a killing 
struggle every yard of the race. They were 
too exhausted to keep company by strides 
with the on rushing colt. 

Phil Finch, whose 114 pounds was the 
highest actual weight in the race, was made 
too much use of by Jockey Austin and went 
out and raced with lightly weighted horses 
as if every furlong pole was the last. The 
old stake horse was awfully good and had 
some speed, so that he led his field the Orst 
mile in 1:39. He was out in front all the way 
around until nailed half way up the stxetch 
by Pasadena and Tileing. 

Phil Finch's conditfon and race are at- 
tributed to young “ Wink Williams’ kill 
as 4 trainer and maybe he wae not wrathy 
with Austin for the menner in which he rode 
the big horse.

YALE GREW 18 FAVORIPE. 


EXPECTED TO WIN MAIN EVENT 
IN THURSDAY’S REGATTA. 


Varsity Eights End Practice Work 
and Will Occupy Time in Coaching 
on Form—Harvard Fréshmen Show 
Remarkable Speed and Seem Cer- 
tain of Winning Honorse—Program 
for Various Rowing Contests In 
Completed. 


Gale's Ferry, Conn., June 22.—[Special. }— 
With a strenuous day’s program today Yale 
and Harvard oarsmen wound up their time 
rowing of the season in practice for their 
annual regatta, Two or three miles at a slow 
stroke, with ‘coaching on form, will be the 
morning and evening dose of work prescribed 
till the regatta of next Thursday. 

Yale closes a slight favorite in the main 
event of the regatta, the varsity eight four 
mile contest, and in the varsity four race, 
while first honors seem destined for Harvard 
in the freshman eight struggle. The varsity 
eights are still enveloped with something of 
an air of mystery. Neither has done what 
its backers call its best since it arrived here, 
and the time work closes without either crew 
having touched the historie record of 20:10 
for the course. Close followers of the Yale 
eight think that the veteran coach, John 
Kennedy, is playing possum. They suspect 
that the Yale crew showed its speed before 
it left New Haven enough to satisfy Kennedy 
and that when the oarsmen came here the 
crafty coach ordered time rows only when 
the conditions were unfavorable, so that the 
results would be slow and the real speed of 
the eight would not be uncovered. 

Lovers of rowing who are nearest the Har- 
vard eight know that Wray and Capt. Bacon 
have not been able to smooth out the hang 
between the recovery and the caich. There 
is a drag and a halt in the shell at that por- 
tion of the stroke which mean two or three 
lengths in a four mile race, and this alone 
should enable Yale to push its prow to the 
finish line first. 


Harvard Crew Is Crippled. 


Harvard rowed last year’s race on the 
theory that her hope of defeating Yale lay 
in exhausting one of the two physically weak 
oarsmen in the shell. The theory proved cor- 
rect, for Noyes lay a passenger in the boat 
the last mile. This year conditions are re- 
versed and Harvard will paddle to the start- 
ing line with six husky athletes in her shell 
and with two who cannot be depended upon 
for a fierce finish in a four mile race—Stroke 
Farley and Glass, No. 6. Glass left the hos- 
pital only recently, and those who have 
watched the finishes of the Harvard four 
mile trials feel that Glass is not certain to 
outlast a grueling four mile row. Farley has 
one leg which is unsound, and he cannot be 
depended upon for a strong finish. The race 
probably will not be won till the last half 
mile, possibly not till the last minute, but, 
given highly favorable conditions, the Yale 
crew will create a new record over the 


course. 
Harvard Freshmen Row Fast. 


The fastest time made by any crew was a 
half mile by the Harvard freshman eight this 
morning upstream in 2 minutes 28 seconds. 
President Roosevelt's steam yacht, the Sylph, 
arrived here this afternoon from Oyster Bay, 
Teddy Roosevelt Jr., the Harvard assistant 
manager, having sent for it to take out the 
Harvard crews on Long Island sound to- 
morrow. The boat will be used here as @ 
government revenue cutter till after the Yale- 
Harvard regatta on Thursday.

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MASSEYIN HIS LAST FIGHT 


STRUGGLING AGAINST POVERTY 
TO FINISH BOOK. 


One Time Famous Poet of Democracy, 
at 79, Prays for Three Years More 
im Which te Write “Finis” on His 
“Ancient Egypt’’—Has Sacrificed 
Property for Work on Which He 
Has Been Engaged More than Thir- 
ty Years. - 


[FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TRIBUNE. ] 
LONDON, June 10.—In a plain little house 
in Norwood, in one of London's suburbs, 
where the green country lanes he loves ere 
still to be found, Gerald Massey, the one 
time poet of democracy, who awdéke fifty 
years ago to find himself famous, is strug- 
Sling hard against poverty, the infirmities 
of old age, and ill health to complete the 
great work of his He, Ancient Egypt.” 

Greater sacrifices no man of letters has 
ever made to reach the hour when he can 
write “Finis” to his magnum opus. At 
the age of ſ he has given up almost all the 
accumulations of long years of hard work, 
even going so far as to sell his home to 
scrape together the funds wherewith to 
publish his book, With hig daughter he is 
living on a civil list pension, which does not 
amount to more than $10 a week. 

“I should like to live three years more,” 
he said to me when I congratulated him on 
the birthday he had just passed. “I think 
I could complete the task I have set myself 
in that time. It is a work which has occu- 
pied me over thirty years and I shall be well 
content if in another century my ideas are 
acknowledged as correct.“ 

Love Made Him a Poet. 

His life is a romance. The son of a canal 
boatman, he knew as a boy what it was to 
live in a wretched hovel and often went with- 
out a meal when not even dry bread was to 
be obtained. He picked up his early learning 
by prowling about second hand bookstalls. 
Frequently he went hungry that he might 
gratify his thirst for knowledge. 

He was not a poet born. Until I fell in 
love, he said, and began to rhyme as a 
matter of consequence I never had the slight 
est predilection for poetry. The first real 
verses I ever wrote were upon Hope when 
I was utterly hopeless, and after I had begun 
I never c@ased for about four years, at the 
end of which I rushed into print.’’ 

It is just half a century since his first vol- 
ume of verse, entitled The Ballad of Babe 
Christabel and Other Poems,” was hailed 
with delight by critics capable of discerning 
the genius and lyric power of the young 
man's poetry. In its first year five editions 
were called for. Perhaps no man of the 
century—certainly no living poet—has given 
such passionate lyrical expression to the 
cause of the tollers, or embodied in nobler 
verse the Chartist ideals which time has done 
so much to convert into realities. Tenny- 
son, Browning, Ruskin, Walter Savage Lan- 
dor, and the literary giants of the Victorian 
era were Massey's friends and admirers. 

„Tour poems, wrote Ruskin, have been 
a helpful and precious gift to the working 
classes. 

But his fame as a poet belongs to a past 
generatlon. I do not fancy the lyrical im- 
pulse continued beyond a certain age as 4 
rule,” he said. In my Own case, my inter- 
est in other matters has so much absorbed 
my thought that I ceased to write poetry 
many years ago.“ 

They were not matters in which he could 
hope to win popularity and ducats. But 
that made no difference to him. He always 
has been true to his ideals. 

Man Originated in Egypt. 

„How did you come to take such an inter- 
est in Egyptology? I asked him. 

“TI began my study in 1870, with the idea, 
which has grown stronger every year, that 
the human race originated in equatorial 
Africa. I have gone over the groundwork 
of my reséarch again and again, as later 
views have come to me. My first result is 
found in The Book of Beginnings.’ two vol- 
umes. in which I treated the subject from 3 
philological standpoint. Then came two 
more volumes; entitled ‘The Natural Gene- 
sis.’ which is typological. Next I have been 
studying the astronomical mythology—ell 
with the idea of proving the Egyptian origin 
of the Babylonian mythology. Egypt I hold 
to be the home of knowiedge, the light of the 
world. All the research in Egypt goes to 
prove how mutch older the country is than 
students thought, and I believe that as time 
goes on we shall atrive at a solution of some 
of the greatest puzzles which face us now.” 

And yet, it is pathetic to think, his slender 
means never have permitted him to visit the 
land whose mystery has enthralled him.

His struggles to escape the horror are best 
told in his own words. 

“It was like an eternity,“ he says, an 
eternity of unspeakable mental agony. I 
knew that I was alive the greater part of the 
time and made terrible inward struggles to 
manlfest some outward gu of Mfe. 

“It was a wonder I did not kill myself in 
these attempts to escape the grave. 

When the undertaker came I though I 
should have gone mad. Fancy a man sup- 
posed to he dead thinking all these things. 
How awful it seemed that I should be unable 
so much as to open my eyes or even wink, 
while I could plainly feel the undertaker 
measuring me. I hoped for something to 
happen that might so startle me as to pro- 
duce a sign of life.“ 

His Struggles to Make a Sign. 

“If the undertaker had not measured me 
a second time I suppose I might have given 
up the ghost. He told me afterwards that 
he always measured bodies twice—not in or- 
der to make sure whether they were dead, 
but only to be correct in his measurements 
to make them comfortable. 

“Imagine my despair when I thought the 
undertaker had done with me, and imagine 
my joy, coupled with an awful dread, when 
I felt him lower my head from the pillow and 
repeat the process of measuring me. I made 
desperate efforts to raise myself, and once 
actually succeeded in making a slight move- 
ment over my stomach, but no one observed 
it. My despair was heartbreaking. After all 
my ineffectual attempts to show a sign of 
life. was I to succeed unobserved? Perhaps 
I should never be able to make another such 
sign. 

„That was hard lines if you like, and, of 
course, my strength could not but be failing, 
because, if I was not dead, there is no mis- 
take about it that I was certainly dying 
again, so to speak. I pulled myself together 
for a final effort, as it seemed to me my last 
chance. Once more I could distinctly feel 
that I had moved, and this time the under- 
taker noticed it. I hear him shout: He's 
not dead! He's alive! Bring cold water! 
Bring btandy! Bring the doctor! Look! look! 
look! He's moving. Lookat his eyes, they're 
twitching.”’ 

Shrill Whistle Wakes Him. 

“Then the undertaker whistled as loudly 
as a steam engine for those downstairs to 
come up. That whistle was my resurrection 
trumpet blast. It fairly woke me up. (The 
undertaker afterwards described how he 
whistled with his fingers.) And in a few 
minutes I heard my own voice saying: ‘Iam 
cold, cold, so cold.“ Of course, I must have 
been as cold as death, otherwise they would 
not bave taken me for dead. 

“The undertaker soon had me wrapped in 
blankets, and they brought me brandy as 
quickly as was humanly possible, though jn 
seemed to me they could not have taken 
longer if they tried. Iam a total abstainer, 
but I suppose I should be bigoted if I did 
not acknowledge my, lifelong indebtednegs to 
brandy as a pick me up for a dead man.” 

Fegan, who was suffering from pneumonia, 
had laid for three hours with no covering but 
a sheet. A grave in Rochdale cemetery had 
been selected and dug, but the order was, of 
course, canceled as soon as the mistake was 
discovered.

So it happens that 
the article he originally thought would oc- 
cupy him two days already has taken two 
years, and now he thinks it will take hima 
quarter of a century, and he is imploring me 
to do nothing more until he catches me up. 

* Fortunately he is a young man of only 
about 32 or 33, and has but thirty years be- 
fore him in which to finish hig job.”’ 


Henderson Tells Another Story. 

Prof. Henderson had never set eyes on 
Shaw before Tuesday, but had corresponded 
with him for several years, written about 
him, and made mental pictures of him. 

He was asked today if Shaw came up to his 
expectations and realized fairly with his con- 
ception. His answer indicated that he has 
not been disenchanted. Undoubtediy he is 
today, with one exception, Shaw's greatest 
admirer. It is hardly necessary to say to 
whom he yields first place. I cannot say, 
Henderson said, that any of my ideas of 
Shaw were shattered by our meeting, or that 
I am surprised at any remarks he has made 
about me. I had heard, of course, of Shaw's 
trait of thinking faster than he can talk, and 
uf anything astonished me, as I listened to 
him, it was the speed with which he talked. 
He is the most rapid thinker and talker I 
ever met. 

Hopes to Be Shaw’s Boswell. 

“I hope to do about the same thing for 
Shaw that Errest Crosby did for Tolatoi. 
Edward Carpenter for Whitman, and Bos- 
well for Dr. Johnson. 

My interest In Shaw was aroused a num- 
ber of years ago when an amateur perform- 
ance of one of his plays in Chicago so de- 
lighted me that I read everything he had 
written and began writing magazine articles 
about him both for Amerfean and foreign

Policy of the Duma. 

The policy decided upon was one of peace- 
ful and pariiamentary struggle. This was 
the idea of the constitutional democrats. 
They wished to keep the duma "—toestab- 
lish it as a tradition—make it a national in- 
etinct. The difficulty was to “keep the 
duma without having to forfeit what it 
meant to the nation, without becoming so 
moderate that the ties between it and the 
people should be lost. The strictly peo- 
ple” party, the radical labor group, how- 
ever, also adopted as its watchword, “ Keep 
the duma.” This made the liberals’ task 
less dimcult. All this was the expression of 
the country to the effect that it wanted a 
rest—a breathing spell. While the duma 
sits repression ie less severe; there is a gen- 
eral relaxation—a‘sense of security. 

With all this there was an evident move- 
ment toward the center. The 36 octobrists 
nearly always voted with the 120 conatitu- 
tional democrats. Of the 56 so-calledwights 
only 12 remained frankly reactionary, the 
others getting close to the octobriste. The 
labor group of 101 men began to be less or- 
ganized ¢ and generally voted with the cadets. 
The 12 populist socialists and 35 social revo- 
lutionaries remained a well disciplined ex- 
treme left. But even here the minority” 
fraction, of more moderate tendency, pre 
dominated over the majority group. 

Tosum up: There were the two extremes, 
12 reactionaries, 64 revolutionary social dem- 
ocrats, and a large central mass under the 
direction of the cadets. It looked as if the 
constitutional idea wae finally working itself 
out in parliamentary order—that the lesson 
of moderation and toleration of each other 
had been learned. 


Trouble for the Duma. 


This is a bright picture, but there remained 
several stand difficulties which made 
trouble from ti to time, which are particu- 
larly evident at a moment of moral depres- 
sion like the present. Mr. Stolypin has 
shown much good will, but he does not seem 
to understand constitutionalism. He has de- 
tailed a military attendant to stand guard 
over the building of the duma. He tried to 
keep experts out of duma commissions and 
was obliged to retract his objections when 
the president stood out firmly for his rights 
as president of the duma. But, worst of all, 
he has not made a single concession to the 
duma. Is his idea of a duma one that will 
only listen to and register his ideas? 

There has been much deliberate provoca- 
tion in the duma. The twelve reactionaries 
have seized every opportunity to make a 

scandal, boisterously objecting when one 
deputy, for instance, said that Russia is no 
longer an autocratic but a constitutional 
country. The duma agreed to laugh at this 
provocation. But nevertheless such provo- 
cation not only meant a loss of time—it seri- 
ously impeded true legislative work, for it 
was so regular it had to be anticipated at 
every turn. 

Working for a Coup d'Etat. 

The provocation was carried on outside the 
duma.. These same twelve men were received 
by the emperor. Mr. Pekhno, frankly agitat- 
ing for a coup d'état, has also been a fre- 
quent visitor at Peterhof. Prof. Martens 
writes to the London Times that the duma is 
not only incapable of doing eny work but 
has frankly declared it has no intention of 
doing anything. A scheme of electiors is 
proposed by a conservative group of men led 
by Mr. Samarin. This scheme says that 
there should not be a national representation, 
but only advisory committees elected on a 
class basis. This extraordinary scheme pro- 
posed that in some instances it would be 


of these advisory boards. 

The reactionary. newspapers print every 
day telegrams to the emperor, sent presum- 
ably by whole villages or towns, begging for 
the immediate dissolution of the duma. All 
this agitation has been particularly danger- 
ous because Mr. Stolypin is known not to be 
firmly established at the court. He has been 
openly attacked by these reactionaries just 
as the duma has been attacked. 

The cadets begin to lose their control—they 
cannot work a majority. The chief feature in 
the duma becomes the Polish groups, which 
now that the center is tending to break up, 
can cast their vote with it or the left and give 
a majority. It chooses its side according as 
the vote is advantageous or not to Polish in- 
terests. 

The social democrats become more aggres- 
sive. There is growing irritation. The an- 
swers to the demand on the ministry are nega- 
-tive. Interpellations on the excess of author- 
ity of the governor general of Moscow, Her- 
shelman. on the torturing of political prison- 
ers at Riga, are answered in a weak and un- 
satisfactory way.

But he was peremptorily dismissed a year 
later when it was brought to the notice of 
the German government that during the ab- 
sence of King Charles of Portugal in Eng- 
land the prince had availed himself of the 
opportunity and of his own leave of absence 
to travel extensively through Portugal for 
the purpose of assisting in the organization 
of an insurrection against King Charles. 

Since then, unab:e to secure a commiseion 
in any other army and suffering from a social 
boycott almost as severe as that against his 
younger brother, he+might, like the lat- 
ter, gladly avail himeelf of the opportunity 
afforded by a change of government at Lis- 
bon to tranefer his home to a counfry where 
the present generation of the Braganzas are 
not so unfavorably known. 

It is extremely probable that Dom Miguel's 
recent proclamation of himself as an active 
pretender to the throne of Portugal will be 
followed by a demand on the part of Emperor 
Francis Joseph that he should resign his 
commission as colonel in the Austrian army. 
For the emperor, while perfectly ready to 
accord horpitality in his dominions and gen- 
erous treatment to sovereigns who for one 
reason or another have lost their thrones, 
and to their families, refuses to permit his 
hospitality to be abused by pretenders or to 
allow them to plot on Austrian soil against 
sovereigns with whom he is on terms of 
friendship. 


About the Duke Himself. 


The duke of Braganza is a strikingly hand 
some man and accomplished, being in this 
respect a great credit to the Jesuits, who 
are responsible for his education. He showed 
himself a dasaing officer of Austrian cavalry 
in the suppression of .the insurrection of 
Herzegovina and Bosnia. and is one of the 
cleverest sporting shots in Europe, having 
hunted big game in India and in central Af- 
rica, as well as in the Rockies. 

As for his claims to the throne of Partu- 
gal, they can only be described as 
being based on usurpation. and I have 
before me as I write this the copy 
of a memrrandum dated Sept. 22, 1828, 
addressed to Emperor Francis of Austria by 
the great Prince Metternich, the most vigor- 
our champion of the principles of legitimism 
in the nineteenth century, and in which, re- 
viewing the situation in Portugal, he declares 
in the most positive manner that Maria da 
Gloria was the only lawful heir to the Portu- 
guese throne and that her uncle, King Miguel, 
father of the present duke of Braganza, 
had no vestige of right or claim thereto, and 
could only be regarded as a usurper. 

In fact, when the late Dom Miguel pro- 
claimed himself king at Lisbon, in the place 
of his niece, the Austrian ambassador was 
at once withdrawn by the chancellor, Prince 


Metternich, and all diplomatic intercourse ™

Dom Miguel, the putative son of King John 
VI., had developed such a fondness for 
Brazil, while living there ae prince regent,

A year later King John, after establishing 
his daughter, bella Maria, as regent, 
sailed for Rio, Where he acknowledged his 
eldest son, Dom Pedro, as emperor of Brazil, 
and died there a couple of years later. On his 
demise Dom Pedro, ruler of the independent 
empire of Brazil, found himself king of 
Portugal also. But in deference to the 
jealousies of his Brazilian subjects he re- 
signed his throne of Portugal to his 7 year 
old daughter, Maria da Gloria, on the condi- 
tion that on attaining a suitable age she 


he hoped to convert thereby from a source 
of danger to a source of strength to his 
child's throne. 

In 1827 Dom Pedro foolishly allowed him- 
self to be persuaded by Miguel to nominate 
him regént during the minority of the little 
queen. No sooner had Miguel secured this 
appointment than he proceeded to expel the 
child from the country and to proclaim him- 
self king, getting rid of all the political adher- 
ents and liberal statesmen who had identified 
themselves with the policy of King John and 
Dom Pedro.- Many of them were put to death, 
Executions were frequent. Thousands were 
deported to penal settlements in Africa, and 
at one moment there were near 100,000 peo- 
ple in prison for political offenses. 


How Throne Was Lost. 

Dom Pedro was at length led by the con- 
dition of affairs at Lisbon to resign his crown 
of Brazil to his infant son and sailed for 
Europe to champion the cause of his daughter 
as queen of Portugal. A civil war engued, 
which lasted for nearly two years, and finally 
in 1834 Dom Miguel and the remnant of his 
army were captured, and in consideration. of 
his life being spared he solemnly abjured all 
claims to the throne of Portugal and under- 
took never to set foot on Portuguese soll 
again. Dom Pedro thereupon proclaimed his 
young daughter of age, and his father’s old 
friend, the duke of Palmella, as prime min- 
ister, reéstablished a parliamentary form of 
government on the basis of the constitution 
granted by King John, and which had been 
suspended during Dom Miguel's absolutist 
usurpation. 

One of the first things that the national 
legislature did was to declare Dom Miguel 
and his heirs for ever ineligible to succeed 
to the throne, and enacted a law decreeing 
death against any member's? his family who 
returned to Portugal. Dom Pedro did not 
long survive the victory, and died a few 
months later at Lisbon, leaving a name 
which is honored to this day, alike by Portu- 
guese and Brazilians. 

Maria da Gloria in the following year mar- 
ried Augustus de Beauharnais, duke of 
Leuchtenberg, son of that Eugene de Beau- 
harnais who was the son of Empress Jose- 
phine. After two months of marriage he 
died, and not long afterwards Queen Maria 
da Gloria contracted a second marriage with 
Prince Ferdinand of Saxe-Ccburg-Gotha 
This marriage was a happy one Prince Fer- 
dinand, who was proclaimed king consort on 
his wedding day, proved a wise counselor, 
both to his wife and after her death to his 
eon, King Louis. The present King Charles 
is his grandeon, and there is Still living an 
American lady, a native of Boston, who, 
after the death of Queen Maria da Gloria, 
became Ferdinand’s second and morganatic

Protestants in Alberta Grow Un- 
easy Watching the Long 
Strides of the Mormons. 


Ottawa, Ont., June 22. — [Special.] — The 
great church conferences of Canada this 
year are over, and at every one of them the 
cry against graft in politics was heard. So 
widespread, so general, and so deep rooted 
a rising against the evil that dominates the 
country has never before been experienced in 
the History of the dominion. — 

At the Ottawa Anglican synod a resolution 
was placed on the records recognising the 
urgent duty of the clergy to work for the 
exclusion of tainted parliamentary and leg- 
islative candidates? and to put good men in 
their places The executive committee of 
the Anglican synod of Torento was instruct- 
ed to insert in its report a clause expressing 
the conviction that a great purification not 
only of politics but of finance and social and 
business methods was imperatively de- 
manded, and the bishops, clergy, and laymen 
of the church should take a leading part in 
changing the present state of affairs 

At the Presbyterian general assembly at 
Montreal the outery against graft and for 
moral reform resulted in a committee being 
appointed to take vigorous action im that 
direction, after a notable series of speeches 
declaring that the effects of graft today in 
Canada are worse even than those of drink. 

At the Methodist conference, as already 
stated in this correspondence, a resolution 
was carried for an earnest campaign against 
graft, and adopting the resolution. estab- 
lishing a Christian lobby in parilament and 
the legislature in furtherance of the objects 
desired. From various parts of Canada 
where candidates have been nominated for 
parliament or local legislatures reports come 
of refusal after refusal of the best available 
men to allow themselves to be nominated, 
giving as the reason their repugnance to be- 
coming members of assemblies now 80 
notoriously associated with all that is worst 
in human life. 


Palace for Lord Grey. 

Earl Grey, if he lives for another year or 
so, may expect to have the pleasure of, find- 
ing himself in a palace for a residence, in- 
stead of in the pieced and patched up apol-

of Canada have lived in since confederation. 
The entrance hall, which is the first bit of 
the building seen on approaching from the 
city, a stucco front, freakish looking, dispro- 
portionated affair, and all ups and downs in- 
side, is to be an imposing feature, standing 
boldly forward jn the face of the main struc- 
ture and rising by three stories to a dome at 
a great height and of stained glass, set in 
lead, throwing soft and varied lights when 
the sun shines, and brilliant with electric 
lamps at night. The hall is to be 110 feet 
long and 100 feet deep, with a promenade on 
the ground floor. The next floor, te be 
reached by an elevator and a magnificent 
marble staircase, will be given up to dress- 
ing and tollet rooms for the balls and re- 
ceptions. The unsightly walls of the main 
building will be replaced by gray Stanstead 
granite. The work is to be commenced this 
summer and will take a year to complete, so 
that his excellency, Lady Grey, and the viée- 
regal household may reasonably look for- 
ward to occupying their new quarters before 
the governor general's time expires and they 
leave for England.

It then transpired that a mistake had oc- 
curred in assérting that advance copies 
the “report” had been sold and that copies 
of the evidence section of the report were 
meant.

A SUBPLUS IN THE TREASURY. 
The Associated Press dispatches of 
June 16 told of the formal opening of 
the first completed portion of the Chi- 
cago-New York Electric Air Line Rail- 
road; of the crowds which thronged La 
Porte, Ind.; of the triumphant entry of 
the cars into the city; of the enthusiasm 
and the distinguished speakers present. 
The Air Line Bailroad today is operating 
cars and operating them profitably. 
For the first time in history has a rail- 
road company closed the first day’s busi 
ness with no bonds or other indebted- 
ness and with a surplus in the treas- 
ury. 
This achievement is all the more re- 
markable from the fact that it has been 
accomplished without the backing of 
Wall Street. The enterprise is being 
financed by the people, who, recognizing 
the need of a twentieth century railroad 
and the great profits in its operation, 
are willing to build it. President A. C. 
Miller told the truth when he said to 
the great crowd, in his “ opening day” 
speech: “Z have lived to see the first 
wheels start on the Chicago-New York 
Electric Air Line. I never will live long 
enough, nor will any of you live long 
enough to see them stop.” 
THE SITUATION IN BRIEF. - 
To understand the full significance of 
„opening day” on the Chicago-New 
York Electric a few facts must be borne 
in mind: 
A modern electric railroad has been 
planned, and is being built, to connect 
Chicago and New York in as near a 
straight line as possible, and it is being 
financed, without bonds, through a sale 
of its capital stock to the people. In- 
stead of spreading its expenditures 
throughout the entire distance . between 
Chicago and New York, the Company is 
building the road one section at a time, 
in order that each section when com- 
pleted can be operated as an independent 
line and become a source of revenue to 
the stockholders. So far, outside of the 
preliminary engineering work, the en- 
tire energy of the Company and the en- 
tire expenditure of capital have been 
concentrated in that section lying be- 
tween Chicago and La Porte, Ind., some 
fifty-eight miles. The results speak for 
themselves to any one who takes the 
trouble to inspect the work. 
Here is the situation in brief: Enough 
stotk hae been sold to put cars in opera- 
tion between Chicago and la Porte, 
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between Chicago and

first 100-mile division, to be operated 
from a single power station. Between 
La Porte and South La Porte, where the 
main line grade begins, one of the most 
perfect railroads in America has been 
constructed and now is in operation un- 
der a half-hour schedule. 
600 MEW AT WORK. 

West of South La Porte, at intervals 
of a few miles, five railroad camps are 
constructing the main line, using the 
most modern and perfect machinery, in- 
cluding a Vulcan steam shovel of the 
largest type, nearly 600 men, and more 
than 130 mules. To appreciate the im- 
mense amount of work that already has 
been perforfhed, one must inspect it for 
himself. With sixty days of good 
weather, some eight miles of the main 
track will have been laid, crossing the 
Pere Marquette and Monon railroads on 
steel bridges above grade, and the grad- 
ing will extend well toward the great 
industrial city of Gary, which ie being 
constructed by the United States Steel 
Company. Valuable franchises have been 
secured in Tolleston, Gary, La Porte, 
and Goshen. Reciprocal arrangements 
have been made with the Murdock peo- 
ple, who control 90 per cent of the elec- 
tric Unes in Indiana and Ohio, including 
a fifty-vear contract for the use of their 
tracks and ternfinals in South Bend, a 
city of 60,000 population. Regarding 
this the South Bend Independent-Times 
of June 6 said: 

“The Messrs. Murdock were at La 
Porte Wednesday, where they inspected 
the work being done on the C.-HN.. T. 
Blectric Air Line. They report that the 
work is progressing very rapidly. The 
materials used are of the best and their 
construction equipment is the best which 


the market provides.” 

This, in brief, was the situation June

ating between La Porte, and South La 
Porte. The earnings of these initial few 
miles of railroad are greater than was 
anticipated by the management. Satur- 
day, June 15, the opening day, the two 
interurban coaches carried 2.007 passen- 
gers.

As a rule the subways are dirty. The 
sidewalks are seldom kept clean and the 
roadway in its normal condition is muddy 
and full of holes. Dven where the rest 
of the street is kept in good repair the 
subway is quite likely to be neglected. 
Those who ride bicycles have often com- 
plained of the mud and the ruts, and the 
drivers of automobiles or of teams usually 
find it unpleasant going under the tracks. 

In many instances the subways are 
dark. This is particularly noticeable 
where a number of railroad tracks are ele- 
vated. ‘The natural light is shut off by 
the solid bridgework and no adequate pro- 
vision is made for. artificial illumination. 
There are several of the subways in the 
city through which people have to pass 
in order to reach railroad depots, and 
almost without exception these are dark 
and dangerous places for the pedestrian. 

These criticisms need no support in 
argument, for the facts are known to 
thousands who bave seen the conditions 
with their own eyes. There is no valid 
reason for the existence of a single one of 
the evils. If the ordinances providing for 
track elevation were not specific enough 
respecting the maintenance of the safety 
and the cleanliness of the subways sup- 
plementary legislation should be passed 
to remedy the deficiency:- If the provi- 
sions are clear they should be strictly en- 
forced. 

One of the main reasons for the eleva- 
tion of the tracks was to secure added 
safety to the citizens. But the escape from 
the danger of death from some rapidly 
moving engine or car ought not to require 
the substitution of other evils. The sub- 
ways should be kept clean, light, and safe. 
At the present time they have none of 
these qualities. 

The subject is by no means one which 
has interest only to a few women whose 
hats or dresses have been damaged. It 
is a case where thousands have suffered 
in one way or another. The authorities 
should+ give the matter careful considera- 
tion, should make perfectly clear where 
the responsibility rests, and then see to 
it that there be no more just complaints 
about the darkness and dirt of subways.

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SWEDES IN AMERICA. . 

The presence in the city for a few days 
of the minister from Sweden to the United 
States will lend special dignity to the 
fourteenth annual midsummer festival of 
the Swedish National association which 
begins today. Chicago has 50,000 citizens 
who were born in Sweden and 100,000 
more whose parents were born there. It 
has many others of Swedish blood. There 
are enough of them to make a city by 
themselves. 

One of the speakers at the festival will 
discuss the Swedish contribution to Amer- 
jean citizenship. He bas an inviting 
theme. For, while some race elements are 
mentioned at times as undesirable immi- 
grants, no such comment was ever made 
about the people from the Scandinavian 
peninsula. Their presence in America. has 
been welcomed from the start. They keep 
coming by the thousands and take their 
places quickly among the industrious, hon- 
est, and intelligent. 

The dreams of Gustavus Adolphus and 
Oxenstiern for American colonization 
were never realized. The new Sweden 
which was founded on the Delaware soon 
lost its identity. The uncertainties of 
affairs in the home land prevented that 
governmental support which was essential 
to successful colonization. But the people 
remained and théir descendants still live 
in the immediate vicinity of the place of 
first settlement, an honored and “respected 
element of American population, looking 
back -with just pride upon their American 
ancestry of nearly 270 years. 

But the great contribution made by the 
Swedes to the upbuilding of the United 
States has come from the later migra- 
tions. These have filled up the states of 
the west and northwest with an industri- 
ous stock. The 575,000 people listed in 
the census of 1900 as born in Sweden rep- 
resent but a part of this addition to our 
population. The children and grandchil- 
dren of earlier immigrants are numerous. 
They are found everywhere in that sec- 
tion of the country to which they have 
come in such large numbers. They have 
taken hold of American life with gratify- 
ing zeal. They have made themselves an 
important part of the community. They 
are represented in the builders of empire 
by many prominent men.

Things That Went Wrong. 
CASE OF MR. CALTHORP. 

As an illustration of what industry, econo- 
my, and determination may do for a man, the 
experience of Mr. Calthorp, a salesman in a 
hat store, deserves to be recorded.

MOVING TOWARD THE TROPICS. 

A member of the isthmian canal com- 
mission in an address in New York a few 
days ago made the prediction that one of 
the world’s great migrations of the near 
future would be from the temperate zone 
to the tropics. So far the history of the 
world has largely been made in the tem- 
perate zone. It has been the seat of 
poetry, painting, sculpturé, education, and 
agricultural and industrial achievement.

Blank may, according to Mr. Bryce, earn 
with his intellectual training some pltas- 
ures not to be gained by the man with 
less mental discipline; he may have earned 
refreshment for his soul through nature, 
poetry, and science; he may have opened 
vistas for his intellectual ere not to be 
discovered by the untrained orb, and he 
may have gained a moral fortitude and 
endurance, that refuses to be daunted by 
ordinary failures and reverses. These are

Is there anything in the society of modern countries, and especially 
in the United States and Great Britain, that can suggest any part which

For myself, I am struck by three facts: > 

One is the incessant occupation ot men in the active business of 

life, commercial and professional, under the growing stress and strain 
of modern business competition, as compared with the greater leisure 
that women enjoy. Another fact is the swift growth in America of 
wealth and of the habit of displaying wealth. The third fact is the 
growing discontent here, and perhaps even more in Europe, of many 
among the poorer part of the population.” Large sections of the workers 
view with no friendly eye the luxury of the rich and ask of what use 
is their political power if they cannot by means of it improve their own 
condition.

Over one-third of the fuel elements of soft coal, on the average, 
consist of volatile matter, and may, if conditions are extremely bad, 
be given off through the stack.

We know 
that the escaping combustible gases are poisonous and deleterious to 
health. Has the public no concern with them because they are unseen? 
It would seem so, from a reading of anti-smoke ordinances. The 
microbe of smallpox does not enjoy immunity because it is invisible, 
and the time will come when there will be a vigilant policing of the 
atmosphere against all the preventable poisonous discharges of . the 
chimney, whether accompanied by black smoke or otherwise. 

Soot is finely divided carbon. Carbon is inert, and, in its free 
state, nonpoisonous and substantially innocuous. Coal mining, barring 
the physical dangers attending it, is a healthful occupation, and coal 
miners are usually long lived, notwithstanding they spend a large por-

Here, then, are two aims to which the education of women in 
universities might be directed. American women, if I am not mistaken, 
already are in the habit of reading more widely and taking a greater 
interest in current literature than do the women of any other country. 


The provision made in your universities for the study of literature in its 


philological and historical aspects probably is larger than what women 
can enjoy anywhere in Europe. I do not at all suggest that your 


universities are deficient in this respect. I wish to applaud what they 


are doing, thinking it important to maintain through women, who 
have more leisure, a high standard of taste and critical] appreciation 
in the whole community, It is not reading about the great authors 
that is wanted. The shops are full of commentaries on them. 

The other field—the investigation of economic and social phenomena 
is one in which some American women have labored with the best 
results. Several state legislatures have been largely influenced in 
passing wholésome legislation by the efforts of public spirited women. 
But there is room for much more effort that yet has been expended. In

It is colorless and absolutely odorless, and 
may exist in the chimney in large quantities in the entire absence of 
visible smoke. It is one of the chief constituents of water gas,“ the 
commereial gas supplied in most cases for cooking and lighting pur- 
poses. Eivery one knows the result of inhaling illuminating gas to 
any extent. An atmosphere impregnated with carbom monoxide to the 
extent of one one-hundredth of 1 per cent, if breathed for a sufficient 
length of time, will cause death. If the air is impregnated to the ex- 
tent of 5 per cent, the result is speedy asphyxiation. It is claimed by 
high medical and chemical authorities that the deadly effects of carbon 
monoxide are greatly increased when it is mixed with carbonic acid 
gas. One-half of 1 per cent carbon monoxide in -ompany with 5 per 
cent carbonic acid gas is as quickly destructive of life as 5 per cent 
of the monoxide in the absence of carbonic acid. Carbon monoxide 
unites with the hemoglobin of the red corpuscles of the blood, dis- 
placing oxygen, and the inhalation of a small quantity of the gas is

the door of the radical administration. Loud in their ears they now 
hear the demand that they abandon pursuing the delusive phantom 
of parliamentary agitation in England—that, following the successful 
example of the representatives of Hungary, they come home and work 
for the political salvation of their country on the soil of their own land. 

If there was one thing more than another about the proposed 
“home rule bill“ which was calculated to arouse popular contempt and 
resentment, and to brand it as a sham and an abortion, it was the 
propogal to maintain the present disproportionately and absurdly large 
army of royal Irish constabulary—as the Irish police are called—and 
to keep them under imperial control. 

The existence of this peculiar garrison, the like of which does not 
exist in any other country on. earth, long has been a standing 
demonstration of English unfitness and guilty uneasiness in governing 
In Scotland, with a larger population and ten times 
more crime than Ireland, the annual cost for police is $2,500,000; in 
In England and 
Scotland the equipment of a policeman consists, along with his uniform, 
of a baton and a whistle; in Ireland he has a repeating rifle and a 
regulation bayonet. In fact, the Irish police force is a British imperial 
one, run on the lines of a garrison army in a hostile country. Recruited 
in the main from the Irish peasantry, especially those of West Cork, 


Clare, and Kerry, the police of Ireland have been appropriately 
compared to the defunct janissaries of Turkey, who were Christian 
children captured young and brought up in hostility to their race. They 
consist of 11,700 men, in charge of about 400 officers, ranging from 
inspector general down. On joining, each man has to spend about six 
months learning English army drill in the depot in) Phenix park, 
Dublin, after which he is sent to a barrack defended with loopholes and 
bullet proof plates, like a fortress—a farfetched idea, begotten of 
grotesque official cowardice. These fortified barracks are numerous, so 
that in Ireland one hardly ever is out of sight of a policeman; and the 
members of this strange force are trained to look upon the general 
public, upon strangers, and upon one another with distrust and 
suspicion. 

Passing from the police, there is another unsatisfactory feature in 
Ireland, not a governmental but an agricultural one. It is a serious 
standing detriment to the race, a menace and a peril. . Sixty years ago 
it cost Ireland the loss of over 3,000,000 of her population by famine 
and emigration, and ever since, at frequently recurring periods, it 
continues to work havoc and misery. The national evil I refer to is 
the potato, on which the Irish peasantry put their chief, general 
infatuated dependence for food. This tuber was introduced to Ireland 
from Virginia three centuries and a half ago by that inveterate courtier 
and polished pirate, Sir Walter Raleigh, who obtained in the county of 
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possible money value. He may begin tomorrow, today, now! 

If that young man will consider a minute he will appreciate that 
nothing in his social relations with his kind has come to him with more 
abruptness of shock and disillusionment than the discovery that some 
person in whom, at first acquaintance, he had seen the rarest of socia!

reserved also. 

In this study of the necessity of reserve forces in men it might be 
well to regard the individual man in the light of a good story as it is 
arranged to attract interest in the beginning and sustain it to the end. 
In the young man’s touch with the world in whatever line, “ something 
more must be coming” all the time unless he is to prove stale and 
uncomfortable.’ Many a man has failed in life because of the fact that 
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this is much. Only a generation back women were frequently more or 
less compelled to marry for a home, which, putting love out of the 
equation; is, of all possible methods, the hardest in“ which a | self- 
respecting woman can earn a living. In those days the avenues for 
self-support for women were few, the pay small, and good women often 
married men who loved them, hoping they might return that love in 
time. It is safe to say that any tolerably clever woman can earn @ 
living and probably save money by the same amount of energy and 
labor, expended in almost any trade, which a good wife and mother 
devotes to her duties as such. Nowadays all gates stand open to the 
woman who prefers to d: alone, and, except in remote country 
neighborhoods which are bopelessly old fashioned, it is seldom, if ever, 


taken for granted that women remain unmarried otherwise than from 


choice. 
Undoubtedly a happy marriage is the most blessed lot upon earth 


which can befall either man or woman. Still, it is better by far not to 
marry at all than to marry badly. Marriage is much the most serious 


undertaking into which either man or woman can enter. For a woman, 


indeed, it is almost always her whole life, wherefore it ia well that she 
should make sure she is right before she goes ahead upon the path she 
cannot retrace. “I, M., take thee, N.“ I. N., take thee, M.,” and 
the deed is done, which, once done, is irrevocable. True, one may 
say, there is such a thing as divorce, but divorce, however necessary, is 
at best but a miry and briery way of escape for a woman, a wey 
through which few may pass unscratched. “It cannot restore to the 
misused wife her free and happy. girlhood, and in her heart of hearts 
the woman who seeks such freedom is forced to confess herself . 
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in putting his “best foot forward” always he loses sight after awhile 
that he has only the one foot. He has planned no forces in reserve. 

We may take two men of absolutely identical natures. They may 
be placed side by side in any of the lines of effort that attract human 
ambitions and endeavor. 
his limited qualifications in studied measure conservatively as occasion 
demands and let the other jump. into the situation with the impetuous 
abandon of his unschooled nature. Can there be any doubt of which 
will last the longer? Of the impetuous one, when he has gone, it will be 
said, “ He went up like a rocket and came down like the stick.” Of 
the conservative one, when he, too, shall go, somebody will say, Well, 
he didn’t amount to much, but there’s more in him than one would 
think.” 

In a hundred ways that young man entering his life work may 
dissipate his capital of qualification. Somé one, his overlooking superior, 
asks him a direct question requiring an answer direct and to the point. 
In his uncurbed enthusiasm the young man may seize the opportunity 
to divest himself of all he possibly knows of the situation. 

Every word of this may be of value to the questioner. That young 
man’s superior shows that he is pleased at the answers. The young 
man at once is flattered, forgetting that in his exuberance he is leaving 
his superior to go away with an exaggerated idea of his employé’s 
knowledge and capacity. One day the employer returns with another 
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failure, in that she has not been able to keep her hold upon the man of 


her choice. . 
“It is queer,” says a correspondent, “‘what. people marry one 


another; how men and women whom no clever hostess would ever think 


of pairing for a dinner party rush into matrimony without a thought of 
the consequences of pairing for life. And it is queerer still that 
sometimes they suit; but generally they don't.“ This apropos of a 
marriage which seems to be a nine days’ wonder to the correspondent’s 
circle of acquaintance.

to Carry from Theater to Hotel— | 


Miscreant Escapes Unidentifieg,

LONDON, June 22.—Miss Kitty Gordon, the 
star of the London Pavilion, is recovering 
from the shock of having been shot at by 
some miscreant while she was driving to 
Richmond in her motor car in the small hours 
of a recent morning. The affairs given much 
importance because Mies Gordon is the latest 
music hall celebrity, having caught London 
with her Cigaret Song. : 

The story of the attack on one of London's 
favorites is astounding. 

“On leaving the Pavilion Friday night.“ 
Miss Gordon said today, “I got into the 
motor and my jewel box was handed in after- 
wards. I then drove to our flat at Yeoman 
house and waited for Capt. Beresford. And 
a little after midnight we left the flat to 
motor down to the Mansion hotel, Richmond. 

“We dropped a couple of friends at Vic- 
toria. Capt. Beresford was driving and the 
chauffeur sitting by his side. I had the back 
seat of the car all to myself. Our car was 
open except for the canvas covered top, and 
I felt the run through the cool night alr 
exhilarating. Every now and then my hus- 
band kept me company by throwing a few 
words back—and then we reached Richmond. 
At the Star and, Garter hotel I noticed a 
policeman standing with his cape on; and on 
we ran down Star hill. I saw the light of a 
bicycle which was leaning against the way- 
side benen. 


Prowler Begins Shooting. 


“Then, from behind a tree at the back, a 
man appeared and shouted something to us 
that I did not catch. I saw him point some- 
thing at me, saw a flasa, and then I did what 
women do in such distress—I fainted. 

_ “I can give no description of the man 
and can only suggest robbery as his motive,“ 
she remarked. It was pretty generally 
known that on these midnight trips I always 
carried my jewel box with me. Lately, in 
fact, ever since my lawsuit. I have been 
pestered with begging and threatening let-

Hermann building (Milwaukee, Wis.) 1 stories 
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was both builder and architect, and 

intimate knowledge of materiais. 
He had tried to get his maximum of light 
with, stone, with wood, and had not suc- 
ceeded because the materiais would not 
properly carry the weight. He decided on 
fron and steel. 

Before he astounded the world with the 
Home Insurance building, he erected a build 
ing which was the forerunner of the sky- 
ecraper of today. He realized that dark 
space brings no income,“ and when he bullt 
the wholesale clothing store for Levi Z. Lei- 
ter, at the northwest, corner of Monroe street 
and Fifth avenue, he took the first step to- 
ward Steel construction. That store was 
then one of the architectural wonders of 
Chicago, the cast iron mullions between the 
windows giving the desired result and ena- 
bling goods to be shown at every counter 
with outside light: Architects said it was a 
conservatory and never could be heated, but 
Jenney laughed.

Makes Mest of His Chance. 

He was not satisfied.. He believed iron 
and steel would solve the problem, and in 
1883 he found the opportunity, and in the 
face of the doubts of his fellows he built the 
Home Insurance building, founding a new 
era in city building. The Home company 
appointed him its architect, and instructed 
him to prepare designs for a tall fireproof 
office building at the northeast corner of 
La Galle and Adams streets. He was told 
to provide the maximum number of small 
offices above the second floor. He saw ate 
glance that neither brick nor stone would 
earry the load per unit of section. Archi- 
tects often had built iron columns into 
masonry piers where the load wes excep- 
tionally great, and Mr. Jenney bad done the 
same thing in the Fletcher & Sharp bullding 
at Indianapolis. The materia! solution of the 
problem was to make this construction gen- 
eral. and inclose an iron column within each 
of the small. masonry piers, thus satisfying 
the three requirements—smeall piers, strong, 
and fireproof. 

The question of expansion and contraction 
of a column 150 feet high under the extreme 

variation of temperature, say 180” or more, 
from the hot sun in summer to excessive 
cold in winter, presented itself, A solu- 
tion was found by Mr. Jenney by support- 
ing the walls and floors of each story tude- 
pendently, story by story, on fhe columns. 
thus dtviding the total movement into/ as 
many parts as there were stbries.

Doubts Ignored; Plan Adopted. 

The drawings were prepared, and the fret 
design for a fireproofed skeleton eonstruc- 
tion was presented to the buliding committee 
of the Home compsay. They ' 
“Where is there stich a building?’ The 
architect replied: “ Your building at Chi- 
cago will be the first.” 

How do you know it is good?” The archi- 
tect proposed to submit his designs sme sae 

latieng to bridge engineers. design 
— the skeleton building resembled in many 
respects iron railroad bridges. 

Gen. A. C. Ducet, one of the managers 
of the western department of the Home In- 
surance company, stated thet he hed been 
an engineer before be beckme sn Insurance 
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man, and that he had carefully etudied the 
designs and the data for the calculations es 
presented by Mr. Jenney, and that they met 
his approval, both constructively and eco- 
nomically, and that he would suggest that 
they be adopted. The motion was carried 


‘unanimously, and the building commenced. 


Mr. Jenney often stated that the question 
of applying for a patent occurred to him at 
the outset, but inasmuch as the first draw- 
ings for this skeleton construction seemed 
to him to be making general over an entire 
building what had been done before in «@ 
single pier, he did not think the patent could 
be successfully defended. His only regret 
for not having made the application was that 
it would have established conclusively his 


priority. es is 
Given New England Training. 


William Le Baron Jenney was born at 
Fairhaven, Sept. 25. 1832. When 10 years old 
he went to Unity Scientific and Military 
academy at Unity, N. H., then to Marlboro 
academy, and then to Phillips Andever. Byi- 
dently he was not a stay at home, for in 1849, 
seized with the gold fever, he persuaded his 
father to let him go eround Cape Horn in one 
of his vessels, and thence around the world. 
He sailed Sept. 2 on the Friendship and 
reached Gan Francisco Washington's bdirth- 
day, 1850, remaining there over three months. 
He was when, on May 18, 1860, fire 
destroyed the city, and fifty-six years later 
he saw it in ashes again. 

He went on to Manila, and it was there that 
he reached tae turning point in his career, 
and also learned te smoke. Much struck with 
the possibility of Luzon, Mr. Jenney decided

It was during his years 4 life in the Latin 
quarter that he introduced pumpkin pie into 
Paris. Mme. Busque had a little café in the 
Rue St. Pierre, where the students gathered, 
and where Jenney was one of the leading 
spirits. He and Whistler longed, as only 
New Englanders can long, for pumpkin pie, 
and one day Jenney vowed he would teach 
her to make the pies.. The pumpkins were 
secured, Mme. Busque was instructed, and 
the party waited. The flrot attempt was a 
decided failure. Mme. Busque prepared the 
pumpkin, but served it in a soup tureen, with- 
out crust, Jenney in his anxiety forgetting 
to mention crusts. Afterwards she learned, 
and her café became one of the moat famous 
places in Paria. 

He traveled much in Europe and in 1856 re- 
turned to Fairhaven, shortly thereafter go- 
ing to the isthmus of Tehuantepec as an 
engineer. He obtained charge of the rail- 
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way work there in an odd manner. The 
French engineer in charge was a dandy, al- 
ways scrupulously dressed, and one day, 
while he was attired in white, a big sow 
knocked him over. In his anger he declared 
he would not remain in that place and, put- 
ting Jenney in charge, he left. 

Jenney returned to the United States in 
1858 and was appointed engineer of the Bu- 
reau of American Securities, of which W. T. 
Sherman was president. He was associated 
with Sherman when the war started and was 
sent to Cairo, III., as second engineer, and 
constructed the forts there. He was engineer 
at Forte Henry and Donaldson, at Shiloh, 
Corinth, and Vicksburg, and was with Sher- 
man through to the sea. 
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Railroad Bridge Only Precedent. 
The columns in the Heme Insurance bulld- 
ing were cast iron. The riveted columns of 
plates and angles and others were at that 
time thought too expensive It was in this 
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building that the frat Bessemer steel beams 
were used. 

In completing the details of construction— 
the assembling of the parts and the wind 
bracing—it was found necessary to invent 
Special arrangements, the tron railroad 
bridge being the only precedent. 

Since the Home. Insurance. bufiding the 
most important improvement that has been 
made in this class of construction, now gen- 
erally known as the Chicago construction or 
the steel skeleton construction, was the in- 
troduction of. steel riveted columns, which 
are now made cheaply and in all respects 
thoroughly satisfactory. All the assembling 
at the building is done with hot steel rivets. 
Increased rigidity is secured ag well ag a 
material reduction of the weight of the col- 
umns. Steel riveted columns as now manu- 
factured are considered perfectly safe with 
a coefficient of safety of four, while for cast 


‘fron columns a coefficient of safety of eight 


is not considered other than reasonably safe. 
” 
Builds to Resist High Winds. 
In 1893 in the New York Life building Jen- 
ney & Mundie, architects, gussets plates 


were first used to take the wind pressure not 


otherwise provided for, usually about thrée- 


quarters of the whole, one-quarter being . 


taken by the floors and interior columns. 

In the Home Insurance building the foun- 
dations below ground were of masonry, di- 
mension and rubble stone résting on a thick 
bed of concrete, each column, interior and 
exterior, in the basement having its own in- 
dependent foundation, the footing on the 
clay being loaded uniformly per square foot 
throughout the building. The soil being com- 
pressible, it was necessary to use great care 
in calculating the dead loads and the actual 
live loads that would obtain in order to se- 
cure as near as practicable absolute uni- 
formity of load per square foot on the clay 
throughout the entire building. The success 
was demonstrated by the uniform settlement. 

* * 
Stee] Foundations Used for Rookery. 

Immediately on completion of the Home 
Insurance building the Rookery was started, 
Burnham & Root, architects., Although. a 
tall fireproof building, it has not a steel 
skeleton. There are no columns in the out- 
side walls. The Rookery, however, claims 
the honor of being the first to use the steel 
foundations. The second building to use 
the skeleton construction was the Tacoma, 
Holabird & Roche, architects.“ 

Mr. Jenney remained to the time of his 
death the strongest advocate of steel con- 
struction as a safeguard to life and prop- 
erty, and at the time of the San Francisco 
earthquaké, although failing in health, he 
at once proceeded to San Francisco and 
made a minute examination of the runins of 
the sky scrapers there, reporting enthusi- 
astically to his confreres in Chicago that 
they had justified all their faith and were 
tho only class of buildings in the town that 
stood the fire and earthquake test. His re- 
port in this particular was the firat to reach 
the east after the disaster. 
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Prophecy Proved True. 

His predictions regarding the safety of 
skeleton constructed buildings, made years 
ago in a paper read before an engineering 
society, is interesting In this connection. In 
ir he says: 

“ Protection—I am not aware of any in- 
stance where a heavy cyclone or an earth- 
quake struck a skeleton construction, but 
from all we know of these buildings there is 
no fear but that they will pase these tests 
should they occur, with little or no harm to 
the skeleton. The windows, and even the 
masonry, might be shaken or blown in, but 
the skeleton would stand. 

“ Lightning proteotion—The Home Insur- 
ance building was struck in a severe tempest. 
My office was in the top floor. The lightning 
struck the top of one of the columns just 
above the roof in a party wall on the eas. 
The only damagé was in knocking off a few 
brick at the top of the columns. The draftes- 
men at work immediately under the point 
atruck did not feel the shock. 

„ Durability—The only test of any reas 
value is that of time. As the first skeleton 
construction only dates from 1884, but little 
more can be said than that no material in- 
jury has as yet occurred.” .

Grant ordered Jenney to bring them. Jenney 
rode down, discovered some rusty, battered. 
steamers which had not had fire in them 
for weeks. There waé no wood, coal, or 
other fuel. He rode to Grant and reported.

“Why,” stammered Jenney, “to bring 
those troops across.”

Jenney went. He had theorder. First he 
tore away the upper works, wheelbouses, 
and decks, and fed them into the furnaces, 
Nothing more was in sight.

Burglars Malte — Living. 

Every story was the same—iong planning, 
weeks of poverty and scheming, and then, 
even when successful, only a month's wages 
for a decent working man. 

Tue police estimates of the average earn- 
ings of thieves from house burglaries is even 
lower. There are listed with the Chicago po- 
lice about 900 known burglars, and if they got 
full value for all the stuff stolen from Chi- 
cago houses during the year they would not 
make $80 a year each. True, most of these 
men work the outside; but even if the 
Chicago robbers stole everything stolen in 
Illinois during the year they would not make 
a decent living. 

In fact, to make money robbing houses a 
man requires such a high order of intelli- 
gence or cunning that he would be tempted. 
to burglary only by absolute knowledge that 
some large sum of cash was in a certain 
place. The great majority of burgiars are 
boys under 17 years of age, misled by tales of 
great gains.

No Profit in Picking Pockets. 

Picking pockets not only is dangerous busi- 
ness, requiring a lot of deftnéss arid special 
training and involving the maximum danger 
of arrest, but the pickpockets I interviewed 
declare that it can only be made to pay 
decent living wages by the hardest of work. 

One woman pickpocket, whose picture is in 
every rogues’ gallery in the country, in- 
tormed me that during two-thirds of her time 
she could not make enough money to sup- 
port herself at picking pockets, and was 
forced to resort to vice to earn a livelihood. 

The trouble with picking pockets is that the 
thief must go it blind, and after the police 
gets his record such tricks as loafing im stores 
and around banks to spot people who show 
rolls of bills are impossible, 

The men who follow circuses and street 
fairs informed me that they can average 
about $10 a day during the summer if they 
escape arrest, but must loaf most of the 
winter, not daring to work in their home 


towns. The expenses are heavy and they . 


dom have any money. 

The holdup game is not a remunerative one. 
The average earnings of sixteen holdup men 
were about $1 a day during the time they. 
actually were engaged in highway robbery, 
and not counting their time in prison.

It Pays to Trail DranKards. 

In figuring holdup earnings I purposely 
omitted the profession of rolling drunks,” 
which is one of the most temunérative 
‘branches of thievery and also one of the 
lowest. The earnings are high, counted by the 


and the drunk rollers” complain bitterly 
that they are forced to work against the 
honest police and in competition with others 
who cannot see a, drunken mag helpless 
without seeing it he hag valuables in his 
clothes.’ This branch pays much More than’ 
holding up stray pedestrians, and a smart 
man, after trailing a drunk for a time from 
saloon to saloon, should know appraximately’ 
how much money the man has and whether 
or not it will pay to touch him. 

The dime novels have made heroes of train 
robbers and bank robbers. These are the 
reel swells of the army that preys upon 
others, Yet, exclusive of expenses, which 
are extremely heavy, the bank robbers earn 
jess than $6 a day during their active ca- 
reers, and the train robbers earn on an 
average less than $10 « day, not including 
thei: prison terms. 

The train robber needs no expensive appl. 
ances and simply risks his life for gain, He 
usually knows exactly what money he 16 
after. One of the men divided a third of a 
haul of $120,000, which lifted the average con- 
siderably. He was in five jobs, one of which 
gave him $38,000, one $6,200, one §776, and 
one $100. These covered a period of nine 
years. This means an average of about $100 
a week, but counting the twenty years hé 
must serve, his earnings will be considerably 
jess. 

Altogether, stealing is a poor trade. The 
mere criminal without education or brains 
cannot earn his salt at it, and a clever, cun- 
ning, and brainy man cannot earn half 80 
much as he could.at.honorable work... .« - 


Tutors Seek Summer Work: 


Vacation Places Are Scarce, 
By Edwin D. Henry. : 


‘“WANTHD—By a teacher; summer work.“ 

The above advertisement is dne that I often 
have been tempted, to send to THe TRisB- 
une. I am, and have been for the last ten 
years, a school teacher, earning from $600 
to $1,000 a year. The demands of the position 
are such that it is practically tmpossible to 
gave anything, even on the hightr salary. 
Hence I ‘have always felt, on the approach 
of the three months’ summer vacation, that 
I must do something to eke out my income. 

In addition to the need of the money, occu- 
pation is necessary to keep the mind from 
stagnation. The ideal method of spending a 
vacation, for the teacher especially, is ig 
travel and change of scenery and climate; but 
on a small salary this is impossible. Thus 
the problem becomes twofold: how to occupy 
the time, and how to increase the income. 


Vacation in Dull Season. 

The great difficulty arises from the fact 
that the long vacation falls in the “ dull 
season.” Instead of taking on additional 
help, as at the holiday time, the business 
world is laying off ite employés, or giving 
them their vacations at a time when there 


e no need to fill their places temporarily, 


The harvest field always calls for hands at 
this season, but not all teachers are familiar 
with farm work, and even those who have 
been brought up on the farm find it dificult 
to go directly from the school rom. with 

muscles softened and flabby from months of 
3 life, into the strenuous activity of 
the harvest field or the hay field. 

The book publishing house is always on the 
lookout for men of “ character dnd push to 
canvass for its publications, as are also the 
publishers of maps and stereoscopic views. 
These lines afford a good income for those 
who succeed, with healthful out of door life, 
and also considerable travel, and to this ex- 

tent they would seem to offer an ideal tem- 
porary field of labor for the teacher. Here 
again, however, the regular work of the in- 
structor has in a way unfitted him for suc-. 
cess. He has been dealing with immature 
minds, directing by his. word, having things 
go bi bis wey. without question; in consequence,

he has become, without quite realizing it him- 
self, somewhat arbitrary and dictatorial in 
manner; and this is, of course, a great han- 
dicap in salesmanship. However, the effort 
put forth will doubtless be helpful in making 
him a better balanced and more symmetri- 
cally developed man.

Shrink from Being Agents. 

More important is the repugnance that 
most intellectual people feel to ‘becoming 
„Agents, as canvassers are usually called. 
Their fear of insult is, as a rule, unfounded; 
the cultured gentleman with something to 
sell usually receives the treatment due a 
gentleman when he visits a home or an of- 
fice on his business. But the fact remains 
that it is an ordeal from which many teach- 
ers shrink. 

These fields about exhaust the list from 
which the teacher may choose. If he has a 
trade, such as printing or bookbinding, - he 
can get work at good wages, and in certain 
favored localities the picking and marketing 
bf frults or berries offers steady and remu- 
nerative work, but these are the exceptional 
cases, and the average pedagogue is not in 
position to profit by them. 

So, each recurring summer, the question 
arises: “ What shall I do?" I want to work; 
where can I find some one who needs my 
services? My time during the school year 
is worth $100 a month; the same energy and 
ability should be worth as much to some one 
during the summer. But I have never been 
able to earn mote than $50 or $60 4 month, 
and often find trouble in getting work at any 
wage. 

If any of the readers of the Worker’s Maga- 
zine has a suggestion along this line he will 
confer a favor upon hundreds of teachers 
throughout the country if he will give it pub- 
licity.

Sixty thousand 
sell the piano to the public: Ten thousand 
are employed in Chicago alone, while in New 
York the number will go over 18,000. Chicago 
sells $12,000,000 worth each year, and this 
number through. no less than a thousand 
dealers who employ on an average ten men 
apiece.

Prof. Elmer Gates of the laboratory 
of psychology and psychungy, Washington, 
D. C., is the man who has found it out. 
At least he is the man who has demon- 
strated it. Many other scientific sages, 
however, have appreciated that there is a 
connection between bodily operations and 

mental operations, and they and their works all have 
been remembered by one Aaron Martin Cfane in his 
studies in “ Right and Wrong Thinking.” They serve to 
introduce us to Gates’ greater work, 

President Hall of Clark university has said that 
there can be no change of thought without a change 
of muscle. He also suggests the possibility that the 
right course in thinking might develop muscle as well 
as the right course of physical exercise. 

Prof. J. Mark Baldwin of Princeton says that every 
state of consciousness tends to realize itself in an 
appropriate muscular movement. 

Prof. C A” Strong of Columbia university assures 
us that all mental states are followed by bodily changes, 
that all consciousness leads to action. This is true of 
desires, of emotions, of pleasures and pains, and even 
of such seemingty nonimmpulsive states as sensations and 
ideas. It is true, in a word, of the entire range of our 
mental life. The bodily effects are not limited to the 
voluntary muscles, but corgist in lange part of less 
patent changes in the action of heart, lungs, stomach. 
and other viscera, in the caliber of blood vesséls, and 
the secretion of glands. 


Every Thought Pian to Action. 


Prof. William James of Harvard university avers 
that all mental states are followed by bodily activity 
of some sort. The fact is, says he, that there is no sort 
of consciousness whatever, be it sensation, feeling, or 
idea, which does not directly and of itself tend to 
discharge into some motor effect. It may be only an 
aiteration ef the heart beats, or breathing, or a modifi- 
cation of the distribution of the blood, such as flushing 
or turnimg pale, or else a secretion of tears, or what not. 
But, in any case, it is there in some shape when any 
consci.osness is there. 

Prof. Munsterberg of Harvard argues that the 
slightest thought influences the whole body, and that 
there never is a particle of an idea in our mind which 
is not the starting point for some bodily action. He 
Says thinking increases the activity of the minute 
perspiration glands of the skin. vis has been measured 
so accurately by the proper apparatus that it is possible 
to determine the activity or intensity of a persons 
thinking by its effects upon those glands.

THE DEADLIEST POISON 


IN THE WORLD 


Angelo Masso of the University of Turin constructed 
an apparatus by which the body of a man could be 
balanced in a horizental position. This was made so 
sensitive that it osciNated according to the rhythm of 
the respiration. If one speaks to a person while he is 
lying on the balance horizontally, in equilibrium and 
perfectly quiet, it inclines immediately toward the head. 
The legs become lighter and the head heavier. This 
phenomenop is constant, whatever pains the person may 
take not to move, however he may endeavor not te 
alter his breathing, to suspend it temporarily, not to 
speak, to do nothing which may prafiuce a more copious 
flow of blood to the brain. The experiment was once 
tried on a sleeping man. Some one was about to enter 
the room, and scarcely had turned tlie handle of the 
door than the balance inclined toward the head, remain- 
ing immovable for four or five minutes without the 
sleeper noticing anything or waking. It was proved by 
the balance that at the slightest emotion the blood 
rushes to the head. This work with the sleeping man 
shows that the thought which is not perceived and does 
not awaken him is as certain to affect his condition as 
the thought which he knows. 

* * 
Mental Effort Disturbs the Balance. 

Dr. William. G. Anderson, director of the Yale 
gymflasium, has made similar observations upon the 
athletes of that university with like results. A man 
perfectly balanced on the table would find his feet 
sinking if he went through mental leg gymnastics, 
thinking about moving his legs without making the 
movements. This shows that it is thinking which sends 
the blood to the legs when they are entirely at rest. 
He balanced students before and after their written 
examinations, and after the exanrination he found that 
the center of gravity had changed toward the head, 
varying in different cases from only a sixteenth of an 
inch to almost two and a half inches. 

Experiments comparing agreeable exercises with 
those that are not so agreeable showed that movements 
in which men took pleasure set in motion a richer 
supply of blood than did those which were not to theif 
liking. Pleasurable thoughts send blood to the brain: 
disagreeable ones drive it away. The old poet was wise 
when de wrote: In whatever you sweat indulge your 
taste.” 

This prepares us for Prof. Gates’ extraordinary 
experiments. He has shown the same motor influence 
and effect of mind action in an entirely different way. 
He plunged his arm into a jar filled with water up to 
the point of overflow. Keeping his position without 
r ins. he directed his thinking to the arm, with he 


result that the blood entered the arm in such quantities 


valatile 


as to enlarge it and cause the water in the jar to 
Overflow. This merely is demonstrating by another 
method the same facts that were shown by Prof. Masso 


and Dr. Anderson.

Develop Musctes Just by Thinking. 

Prof. Gates went even further than this. By direct- 
ing his thoughts to his arm for a certain length of time 
each day for.many days he permanently increased both 
its sige N e and he instructed others so that 
thy could produce the same effect on various organs 
of the body. Thus he demonstrated the accuracy of 
President Hall’s statement that muscle can be developed* 
iy a proper course of thinking as well as by physical 
exercise. 

Prof. Gates has shown the causative character of 
thinking in a long series of .most comprehensive and 
convincing experiments. He found that change of 
mental state changed the chemical character of the 
perspiration. When treated with the same chemical re- 
agent the perspiration of an angry man showed one 
color, that of a man in grief another, and so on through 
the list of the emotions, each mental state persistently 
exhibiting its own peoulliar result every time the experi- 
ment was repeated. 

These experiments shew clearly, 38 indicated by 
Prof. James’ statements, that each kind of thinking, by 
causing glandular or visceral activity, produced chem 
ical substances which were being thrown out of the 
system by the perspiration. 

When the breath of Prof. Gates subject was passed 
through a tube cooled with ice, so as to condense its 
constituents, a colorless liquid resuited. He 
kept the man breathing through the tube, but made 
him angry, and five minutes afterward a sediment 
appeared in the tube which indicated the presence there 
of a new substance which had been produced by the 
changed physical action caused by a change of the 
mental emotion. Anger gave a ,brownish substance, 
sorrow gray, remorse pink, Stel, showing, as in the 
experiments with the perspiration, that each kind of 
thinking had produced its own peeullar substance which 
the system was trying to expel. 

The professor provided a spring regulated to main- 
tain an even degree of resistance, and so arranged as to 
register the number of times it had been preased down. 
A man was required to make depressions of this spriag 
with his finger until from exhaustion the finger refused 
to act. This was repeated until Gates was abie io 
determine the average number of depressions which the 
man could make under ordinary circumstances before 
exhaustion occurred. Then at different times afterward

After much thinking on such a topic so that his mind 
was filled with the thoughts it suggested, he was 
required to depress the spring.

Even this was more than some of 
the other girls could earn, and Elma soon found herself 
in high disfavor with her companions. This was not 
lessened any when the proprietor, frightened by the 
size of the weekly fortune that was being piled up by 
his new employé, lowered the rate of pay for all the 
giris.

Under Arrest on False Charge. 


Then Elma was made the victim of a plot exactly 
similar to the one that caused her prototype, Bertha 
of the stage, to land in jail. One day the foreman in 
the button factory missed some brass journal bearings 
on one of the machines. This gave the other girls an 
opportunity to get even with Elma for working too 
fast. One of them whispered to the foreman that she 
had seen Elma hiding the brass in her coat, and, on 
the strength of her statements, a warrant was taken out 
for the new girl’s arrest. 

When the case came up in the Maxwell street police 
court for a hearing the other girls, ashamed of the 
stand they had taken, refused to appear as witnesses, 
and the case against Elma was dismissed. Justice 
Severson, then a police court justice, made inquiries 
concerning Dima, and when he learned that she never 
had been arrested before, the proprietor of the button 
factory and his overenthusiastic foreman came in for 
a good reprimand. But that didn’t remove the stigma 
from Elma. When she appeared on the streets the 
small children of the netghborhood taunted her and told 
her that she was a jalbird. In desperation the girl 
induced her mother to move to a new home, and after 
some delay Elma found employment as a buttonhole 
maker in a sweatshop, at West Taylor and Leavitt 
streets. Here she was compelled to report for work 
at 7 o’clock, and seldom: was she allowed to go home 
before 6 in the evening. In the summer time, when the 
sweltering heat was almost unbearable, even to those 
in the open air, it was necessary to keep the blinds of 
the sweatshop tightly drawn. To open them might 
give the factory inspectors a clew to the shop.

Six Years in One Sweatshop. 

In this atmosphere Elma worked for six dreary 
years, driving her tireless needle through and through 
in the same old monotonous grind that slowly but 
surely was stealing away her reason. On three Satur- 
day nights in all that time she found more than $8 in 
her pay envelope, and on three Monday mornings was 
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it announced that the rate for making buttonholes had 
been lowered. Always the other girls and women in 
the shop accused her of being responsible for the cut, 
and none of them would speak to her. Under the strain 
her health weakened, and once, when she was taken ill 
with rheumatism, they had to take her, to the county 
hospital. When she finally returned to the work ‘ier 
strength barely was sufficient to carry her through the 
day, and it was no surprise to those who slaved with 
her when, one July day last summer, she jumped from 
the chair and ran wildly down the stairs and into the 
street. With hair waving and eyes starting from 
their sockets, she w caught finally by a policeman 
and taken to the Weist Lake street station. Later 
she was examined hy a jury of physicians and pro- 
nounced incurabliy insane. 
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Even Bertha, the sewing machine girl, did not go 
insane. When they cruelly threw her into prison for 
stealing old Cabel Carson’s $50 it did not deprive her 
‘of her reason. She had the comforting knowledge 
through all her trials that Philip Hamilton, her lover, 
was true to her, and that he was doing his best to help 
her out of her difficulties. The theft of Philip’s love- 
letters by her old rival, Lissette Graham, crushing as 


the blow was, spared her the final sting of a trip to 
the state hospital for the insane.

Intense Drama of Real Life. 

Yet the hundreds of thousands who have crowded 
into the theaters to cry over Bertha, to curse David 
Carter, and to wish with all their hearts that old 
Cabel Carson and his sweatshops could be wiped out of 
exiistence:-in one blow, were in. the midst of a tragedy 
more intensely dramatic than Bertha's, with all its 
spot lights and stage music to emphasize the deepness 
of the plot and the sufferings of. poor Bertha. 

There were no automobile rides or thrilling efforts 
to escape from kidnapers in the life of the real Bertha. 
No rich villains or hired murderers sought to destroy 
her. Nor was there any blind sister. 

But there was romance enough. The sister of the 
real Bertha was not blind, but there was a sister to 
support and care for and educate, for the Bertha of the 
sweatshop was determined to educate her little sister, 
and she strove with all her might to do so. 

No one was trying to rob them of their inheritance 
of millions, as the villains in the play were trying to 
rob the real Bertha, for this real tragedy was a 
tragedy of pennies and nickels, and at the outside $8 
a week, and nowhere in the book of the real tragedy 
of the west side is there even a hint of thousands, let 


alone millions.

Real Heroine Gets No Applause. 


But the “act climaxes” and “situations” were 
almost all there. The real Bertha, like her prototype 
of the stage, was the heroine in a fire scene, and she 
rescued her little sister from flames that were destroy- 
ing the building in which their little room was located. 
But, untrue to stage realism, the real Bertha did not 
become a heroine in plain view of the audience. In- 
stead of sliding down a rope, holding her little sister 
in her arms, while the crowd cheered and h hero 
lover awaited, she staggered down a back s way, 
dragging her unconscious sister with her—and no one 
saw. Besides, when the newspapers printed the story 
they did not “play up” the real Bertha as a heroine, 
but recorded the brave deed of a fireman who hap- 
pened to find the exhausted girls in the alley.

The chief fault with the “action” of the melodrama 
of the real Bertha lies in the fact that the author of 
the real version neglected opportunities. 

There was a “hero,” but he scarcely was the stage 
ideal of a handsome, brave, and noble person. In- 
deed, he toiled near Bertha while she worked at her 
sewing machine, and longed for her in vain. He 
couldn’t have been much of a hero—at least not the 
stage type of hero—for, just because he had an aged 
mother and a crippled sister to support, he simply 
sighed and perhaps never told his love. 

The villain, however, was present. He was not the 
rich, scheming villain of the stake, but a shrewd little 
fellow, nasty and oily, like all villains of the stage, 
and the son of one of her employers, who persecuted 
her until she could bear it no longer and sought 
other employment. 

The real Bertha, if she had been cast in a melo- 
drama of the stage kind, would have married the hero, 
and inherited the millions and lived happily forever 
afterward. 

But just as affairs were the darkest and starvation 
stared her in the face, and when everything was ready 
and the stage all set for the foiling of the villain, the 
appearance of the hero, and happy turn of the plot— 
the author failed, and, instead of inheriting millions 
and marrying the hero, the real Bertha’s mind broke, 
and she went to Dunning. |

Girl Workers Weep at Bertha’s Woes. 


William Newkirk, manager of the Haymarket the 
ater, said the girls and women who themselves were the 
victims of the sweatshop system enjoyed. such plays 
as “Bertha, the Sewing Girl,” more than any of those 
that usually make up the audience when this old 
favorite comes to town. He explains this by pointing 
out that Bertha’s story has a happy ending. Many a 
time, he says, he has seen girls in the audience crying 
over the misfortunes of Bertha, which were not half 
as bad as their own, and then go away from the theater 
thrilled by the play that had, in a large measure, 
shown them the pitifulness of their own lives. 

The hero, Mr. Newkirk says, is responsible for this. 
The girls who slave in the sweatshops for their daily 
bread thirst for that sentiment which never seems to 
come into their own lives, and when Bertha's lover on 
the stage saves her from the crowning sorrow of them 
all they fondly imagine that some day some one will 
do the same for them. They picture themselves in 
Bertha’s place, crying over her misfortunes because 
they are in a position to appreciate them, and laughing | 
with her in her triumph just as they would laugh for 
joy were they in her place, where, in their mind’s eye, 
they are for the time being.

Japanese Maiden May Refuse Suitor. 

In Japan, the dear little island of cherry blooms, 
the woman is treated with more respect; inasmuch 
as this modern country rapidly is taking on the cus- 
toms and manners of Burope, their treatment of the 
fair sex is considerably “fairer,” and this is shown 
in many ways. The young girl is given the oppor- 
tunity of refusing her suitor if’ she doesn’t want him, 
a privilege that frequently is denied the Chinese bride. 

In Nippon the wooer comes and places a sprig of 
shrubbery on the house of the maid he would like to 
marry; if this shrub is neglected, it shows him that ie 
is rejected. If it is taken into the house and placed 
upon the wall, it means that the young woman has 
no objections.” Then she, to show him that she re- 
turns his affectionate regard, blackens her teeth. 
After they are married she plucks out her eyebrows, 
and then the husband and wife are allowed to talk 
together; for, you must know, the young men are not 
often allowed to talk to the girls over in the mikado’s 
realm.

Corean Buys Bride at Lowest Rate. 

In Corea, close at hand, men of all ages take up 
the benedict’s life. It frequently happens that young 
boys scarce 12 years old are married to girls of the 
same age. The price of a wife is a bullock, and, need- 
less to say, a good bullock is regarded over there as 
a thing of much more value than a mere woman. The 
photograph shows a bridegroom on his way t# the 
wedding; it was taken at Seoul, where the sun is hot, 
and a servant is seen protecting the speeding groom 
from the rays of the sun with a large umbrella. 

A curious connection with Corean weddings is that 
concerning the bridegroom's hair. Before his marriage 
it is left long and braided down his back; but after- 
ward it is coiled on top of his head much as the Amer- 
ican woman coils up her hair, and is surrounded by a 
wire apparatus not unlike a bird cage or a mouse trap 
and left that way as a sign, doubtless, te all scheming 
widows that he already is “took” and is not to be

Queer Marriage Custom in Norway. 

In Norway the crown is on the woman's head, as 
can be seen by a reference to the photograph. It is a 
magnificent affair, but it is rather cumbersome and 
unwieldy, and, while no doubt it is considered a lux- 
ury, the mere fact that the bride has to wear it night 
and day for a week would make it a decidedly unpopular 
custom in this country. The methods of the suitor are 


.unique, as is the case in almost every foreign country. 


If a man and maid happen to eat off of the same piece 


of bread it is taken for granted that they are sure to 


fall in love;\then, after the marriage, the bride runs 
away the next day and hides. She is sought out by the 
whole village, and when found is brought back, set up 
in her new home, and made to dispense liquor to vil- 
lagers. A week generally is given over to the bridal 
festivities. 

The “matchmaker” is a prominent institution 
among foreign brides and bridegrooms; he or she is a 
sort of bride merchant, a middleman, who sorts out a 
likely husband for an anxious wive, and vice versa. 
Generally it is the other way; generally the wife has 
to be sought, and sought with care. The matter of the 
dowry has to be arranged, and the matchmaker has 
to be paid by the wife's parents, 

Among the people of the Ghetto we frequently hear 
of the “shaetchen,” which is the same thing as the 
old world ‘‘ matchmaker.” Greece, Palestine, Persia, 
India, practically all the eastern countries have this 
sort of traffic, and these wily wife merchants make a 
good living.

Best Man Puts Shoes on Bride. 

In Greece the “matchmakers” arrange nearly all 
the marriages, There, too, orange blossoms are used. 
one of the few countries besides our own in.which this

would not be popular in this country. The groom pre- 
sents his bride with a pair of shoes, and it is the part 
of the best man’s duties, during the ceremony, to get 
down and put these shoes upon her dainty feet. 

In the photograph here given the Grecian woman 
has arrayed herself in a splendid costume and is stand- 
ing in mock simplicity (the usual Greeian custom) while 
It is this 
traditional affectation of hers which has given rise to 
the Greek saying, “as affected as a young bride.” 

In India there is a curious way of “getting rid of 
the woman,” if it may be said in that brutal phrase. 
There a young bachelor is apt to wait a long time be- 
fore purchasing a bride, because the cost is too great. 
Widows, however, are cheap. What does the wily father 
of the rapidly aging daughter do in order to make her 
readily marriageable? He marries her to a bouquet of 
flowers and then throws the flowers in a well! This 
makes her technically a widgw, and, as such, cheap on 
the market. After that the process of wedlock is easy. 
A wife is a handy thing to have around the premises. 
She can work as well as the man, and, in time of debt, 
she is accepted by the creditor as so much cash.

Pitiful Child Widows in India. 
In India in other districts the lot of the widow is a 


hard one. Girls are united in marriage with men when 
they still are children—sométimes mere babies. Giver 
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oy their parents, they are married and are petted 
and courted in their own families after this, if the 
husband ig rich and influential, as he usually is. 
This is because they are his property. Let him 
happen to die, however, and all is changed for the 
littie child wife. In the dist where this cus- 
tom of marrying children prevails no high caste 
man will mary a widow. Her life from this time 
on is a sad one, She is made to work, and prac- 
tically is a slave to her own parents, and the 
finger of scorn fs pointed at her because she can't 
look forward to woman's only happiness, a home 
and husband. 

Some of the men of wealth and higher educa- 
tion would be glad to give up this practice. The 
number of the little widows who have been married 
to men so much older than themselves is appalling, 
and the number of eligible wives is so reduced 
that the custom of marrying bables goes on. Even 
if aman himself should be widowed and be left with 
children he can hardly marry a mature woman 
who would be a mother to them and in some sense 
a companion for himself if he would. 

In spite of the spread of European education 
and ideas there is no one who is strong enough to 
oppose or break down this custom. One man rich, 
powerful, and with western ideas made the ex- 
periment, bringing his wife to his home in India. 
From then on he was shunned and an outcast, He 
had no associates, and so great was the feeling 
against him that even in the early morning bath 


in the river men who formerly had been his friends 
drew away from him. fearing to be contaminated by the 
touch of his robe. 1 

The little widow who does become 4 bride a second 
time has no easy lot, as she must wait on her husbend 
and his children, never eating with them or sitting 
down when they sit down—but, still it is „ thousand 
times better than her widowhood.

The “matchmaker” is an accepted go-between in 
Persia, nearly all the rriages there being arranged 
by those dealers. T wife, as a young girl, keeps 
herself heavily veiled, and even after her marriage she 
does mot remove this covering for fear of not being 
considered respectable. When she has given birth to 
a son she is allowed more freedom than formerly; in 
fact, she is allowed to go about the town, heavily 
veiled, if she is accompanied by this son and by her 
mother or mother-in-law. What would our American 
women say to this?

Khayyam and from other Persian poets that the Persian 
is a poetical man, yet here is the burden of one of his 
wedding songs: 

“ Ah, Lalla, Lalla, you have made roast meat of my 
heart!“

encouraging or discouraging a lover's attentions besides 
saying in so many words that he is welcome or would 
better be gone. When a swain's visits are pleasing to 
her she makes his soup thick with grated cheese; if the 
contrary, he will find a handful of oats in his pockét. 
Should he persist, she will turn the blackened ends of 
the firebrands towards him, a sign there is no mis- 
taking.

French Girl Chooses Richest Suitor. 


The peasant girl admits a favored lover to a parle- 
ment, which corresponds to a consent to “keep com- 
pany,” as we say in this country. The swain is now al- 
lowed to dance with and call upon her and to make him- 
self useful in a thousand little ways. Should no better 
suitor come forward the two probably will be married. 
But French women have a shrewd turn for business, 
and, if a richer lover comes across her path, the chances 
are that Jeanette will not let him sigh in vain. So Jean, 
who has been admitted to a parlement at the new year, 
may find his privileges withdrawn at Faster; while 
Jacques, who has a rich uncle, now carries her basket 
and chats with her at the well. 

But with the better classes in France there is little 
opportunity for courtship. In Paris young unmarried 
girls go out occasionally into society. In the provinces 
this is not allowed. When a young man resolves on 
matrimony and hears of a young woman whose family 
and circumstances are suitable, he makes informal 
inquiries about the girl's domestic qualities and amount 
of dowry. The last particular is of the highest import- 
ance, It is rare for a dowerless girl to marry in France, 
though the portions which wives, even of the comfort- 
able middle class, bring their husbands consist only 
of a sum of three or four figures. On receiving satis- 
factory information the suito™who wishes to do the 
thing in a decorous manner commits the affair to some 
elderly woman, perhaps his mother or aunt. This good 
woman hastens to acquaint the girl’s family with the 
offer, and in her turn informs them of the suitor’s un- 
impeachable character and good circumstances.

Much Red Tape in England. 


Marriage is more difficult of accomplishment in 
England, from the fact that there is so much red tape 
attached to it. Most of our customs have come from 
England, though born of earlier times. The best man” 
dates back to the days of marriage by capture, as he 
helped the bridegroom to catch his bride. Nor is this 
the only relic of the most ancient of human institutions, 
for what was the honeymoon? It was not merely a 
pleasure trip, as now, but a rapid and hurried flight of 
bride and bridegroom, rendered necessary by the anger 
of an outraged father. 

Presents to the bridemaids form another interest- 
ing link with primeval days. They originally were a 
form of toll which the couple were glad to pay in order 
to be alone. By the act of uniformity only one method 
of marriage can be used, but certain indulgences are 
allowed to the wealthy, who may be married privately 
by a special license, or by a license given upon the 
oath of the man that he knows no legal obstruction to 
his union, or by the publication of bans. 

As in other countries, so in England, there is much 
joyous feasting on the occasion of a wedding. This is 
clearly shown by the word “bridal,” which is simply 
another form of “ bride-ale,” or “ bride feast“ Originally 
it meant only the carousal, or drinking, in honor of the 
bride. 

The thing that is of most interest to American 
women, naturally enough, is the American proposal and 
the American marriage. How many of our love songs 
have been written around this enduring topic? How 
many of our greatest love poems have breathed this 
sentiment? Under a moonlit sky, by the oceanside, on 
the western plains, on the Europe bound steamers, in 
the silence of the parlor with the gas turned low (as 
in our picture)—every conceivable place has marked 
the setting of a love affair and a proposal. “Faint 
heart ne’er won fair lady; and the brave hearted have 
not balked to propose even in a motor car going at the 
rate of fifty miles an hour! Such is America. 

Then, after the proposal, comes the selemnization of 
the new life before the two young people—the wedding 
ceremony itself. More and more in the United States 
is this function becoming a home affair,” as is shown 
in the picture. Then follows the period of congratula- 
tion—the wedding supper or. breakfast, with smiling 
friends and happy faces around the festive table. 
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HE divorce courts of Chicago and other 
cities of the United States reveal strange 
motives for marital infelicity. It has re- 
mained for the United States census bu- 
reau to collect the rticulars of these 
freak divorces and compile them into a 
government report. For two years 120 
agents of the census bureau have searched 
the court records of the country for odd and unusual 
features to divorce suits. The results of these two 
years’ labor are soon to be presented in official form. 
With them will be presented the usual statistics re- 
vealing the growth of the divorce evil in the United 
States. 

Chicago, as the reputed “divorce center of the 
nation, will continue to hold her unenviable record, 
with 132 divorces granted for every 100,000 of popula- 
tion for the last twenty years. 

As an indication of how many applications for di- 
vorce have been filed and not granted, the sécond ten 
year period for Chicago will show 43,658 applications 
as against 31,786 decrees.

Comparison With Other Cities. 

To appreciate the proportion of Chicago divorces to 
population totals, the figures from other cities may be 
compared. Boston promises 63 divorces in the 100,000 
of population; Philadelphia, 63, and New York, 60 di- 
vorces. In these figures, however, one may not read the 
story of the comparative marital unhappiness in these 
cities. The New York law, for one, is such as to show 
the smallest proportion of divorce to the amount of do- 
mestic infelicity. It is only where virtue is conceded 
simply because @ man and his wife live together the 
cat and dog life that others refuse to tolerate, that these 
comparative figures have a show at suggesting com- 
munity morality. 

However divorces are on the increase in the cities, 


; they show a greater ratio of increase in the country dis- 


tricts, almost without exception. Why this situation 
exists has been accounted for by the possibility that the 
life in country districts—in closer relation with the 
faster life of the cities—has caused the farmers’ wives 
to rebel more strongly and effectively against the hard- 
ships and monotony of the farm. 

In spite of the increase in the numbers of divorces, 
Judge Robert Taylor of the federal court of Ohio re- 
cently called attention to the fact that never before in 
the history of the country had it been easier for a man 
to have a plurality of wives with less risk to his lib- 
erty. Under the judge's observations this might be a 
condition tending to lessen the applications for divorce, 
only that in the divorce records now beink canvassed it 
is shown that of the applicants for legalized separation 
the proportion is two women to one man. The husband 
by all odds is more content with the marital union.

No Divorce in South Carolina. 


In the opinion of Judge Taylor, the best “ routing.” 
of a divorce tour at the present time should begin in 
South Carolina, where divorce is not recognized at all. 

The new husband should remain with his bride in 
that state long enough to acquire citizenship. Going 
to some get-a-divorce-easy state, the husband would file 
suit for divorce on the ground of desertion. These pa- 
pers would be sent to the sheriff of some other county 
in South Carolina than that in which the bride resided: 
Naturally, they would not be served upon the wife, and 
returned unserved, the letter of the state law would be 
carried out, and the divorce granted without the wife's 
knowing anything about it.

Legally Dead After Five Years. 


Chicago is another likely place if the divorced man 
seeks a second venture. When he tires of this second 
venture, the judge advises his going to Arkansas, which 
has a system of automatic divorce accomplished by de- 
sertion. In that state the absence of wife er husband 
for five years makes the absentee member of the family 
legally dead. In Arkansas the man married in Chicago 
and leaving his bride there may sure for divorce on the 
ground of desertion, filling the requirement of law by 
publishing the summons to the defendant in some ob- 
Scure corner of an obscure weekly paper. 

Thereafter this man on the marriage route may go 
from state to state, acquiring matrimonial bonds here 
and divesting himself of them there, finally after five 
years returning to Arkansas. There, if the first wife be 
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living, and without the process of the divorce court, he 
is privileged to marry another and without recourse on 
the part of this first helpmeet. ;

Why So Many Women Seeking Divorce? 
Why the wife should be doubly disposed over her 
husband to\seek divorce is a question open to settlement 
from the two points of view of the two sexes. Is man 
so much more the intolerable brute that where all is 


Serene to him the finer sensibilities of the wife suffer 


the agonies of the lost? Or is the woman so “ uncer- 
tain, coy, and hard to please” that the poor creature of 
coarser fiber but greater loyalty to his vows must be 
dragged by the heels into the disgrace of the courts? 

Perhaps some of the stories of domestic infelicity 
upon which divorce decrees have been granted, and 
which enter into the returns of this forthcoming divorce 
bulletin, may shed material light upon the question as a 
whole. 

Merely because a man has literal cold feet when 
crawling into bed scarcely seems provocation to inspire 
divorce proceedings on the part of the wife. But the 
literal icy foot, scarcely less than the figurative “icy 
mitt,” has served to break up many families. 6

Devel admits sadly that he had a double purpose 
in wanting to die on the gallows. First, that he would 
escape his wife; and, second, that, by being hanged, he 
would make it improbable that any other man should 
meet his fate—-not his fate on the gallows, but his fate 
in having wedded Frau Devel. 

The case, which was cleared up by the Hamburg 
police, furnished a problem that would have defied the 
cunning of Sherlock Holmes and all his kindred analysts. 
Briefly stated, the facts in the case, which is the 
Strangest one ever given to a detective department to 
solve, are these: 


Woman Was Robbed and Murdered. 


A few months ago a certain Frau Gimble of Munich 
was cruelly murdered by a man. The evident motive of 
the deed was robbery, and that the crime was planned 
and premeditated there was sufficient evidence. Every 
clew and circumstance pointed te Franz Holz. He was 
known to have been at or near the scene of the murder 
shortly before its commission. He knew the woman, and 
had knowledge that she kept a considerable sum of 
money in her home.

had appeared with a quantity of money, made some

The police were on his trail within a short time 
after the finding of the body of the murdered woman. 
Holz had fled toward Berlin, and a warning was sent in 
all directions, containing descriptions of the fugitive. 
The awfulness of the deed attracted the more at- 
tention because of the locality and the ruthless and 
cruel manner of its commission. While the police were 
making a rapid search for the fugitive Hols, Hugo Devel, 
a well to do tradesman in Lubeck, surrendered himself 
to the police of his home town and confessed that he, 
and not Holz, had committed the crime. Devel had been 
in Hamburg at the time the crime was committed. His 
confession, which destroyed all the evidence and all the 
theories implicating Holz, staggered the detectives,

The trail of the fugitive was dropped, except by one 
department of the police, which, according to the Ger-

He ig tired of being king, and be- 
sides he wants to go to Paris, and 
when any one—even in equatorial 
Africa—gets that notion he might 
as well give up business at once. 

The kingdom, it must be stated 
for the benefit of possible purchas- 
ers in the United States. who have 
come to look upon titles as doubt- 
ful, is one of the oldest in Africa. 
It is situated on the rather indefi- 
nite borderland between the Britin 
and French protectorates on the 
Guinea coast in Africa, and is un-

A knowledge of Engligh would help a great 
deal, inasmuch as the British, French, and Dutch 
traders from the coast and the Arabs from the north, 
all speak the same language.

Meantime the police of Hamburg got possession of 
Devel and examined him. From the frat they were un-

who confesses that he is gullty of murder shall prove 
it, but there were facts known to the police which made 
them wonder how it. was possible for Devel to have 
killed the woman. They used the common police meth- 
ods and made the prisoner talk. The more he talked 
the mpre apparent it became to the police that he was 
innocent, although he still claimed vehemently that he, 
and he alone, killed the Gimble woman. 


| Police Learn He Is Not Cuilty, 
‘Some of his statements were ridiculous. For’ ta- 
stange, he did not know what ‘quarter ot the city the

The case even then was a remarkable one, and one 
which would have defled any theoretical detective.

How the King Takes the Throne. 


The coronation ceremonies open with a solemn dance, 
engaged in by all the young women of the kingdom 
who for three days previous to the ceremony have 
been kept in seclusion under the charge of the oid 
women, and prepared for the ceremony. Their bodies 
are painted and striped in beautiful figures and their 
hair decorated with great garlands of a scarlet, pea like 
flower. These girls dance before the king, who sits, 
surrounded by his retainers, on a stool of carved ivory. 

The dancers have prepared a leavened bread, ground 
with their teeth, and none but virgins may help either 
in the dance or the grinding of the corn. This flour 
is baked in small covered pans and covered with an 
“icing” made of honey and pounded dates. 

Others of the girls bear palm wines tm ivory recep- 
tacles, and, as they dance, each in turn bows before 
the new king and presents the cake and wine—which he 
tastes. . 

Later, there is a marshaling of the war forces in 
grand review, and this makes one of the most impres- 
sive sights to be seen in Africa—for the army of 
Agbosmi consists of 700 young men, all picked for 
strength and agility, led by the veterans whose bodies 
are scarred in token of many fights.

Historic Jewels Highly "Prized. 


Lady Ilchester often wears at court a collar of Weck 
pearls once the property of Napoleon III. and which. he 
had gathered from all parts of the world to give to his 
wife. But the most priceless of higtoric collars is 
owned by the Countess Haenckel. It consists of 
three collars; the first is the Virgin of Atochu, and 
is valued at $600,000; the second belonged. to. the 
queen of Naples; the third the Empress Eugenie. 
This has the queen pearl .found at Paterson in 1857 
and valued at $250,000. 

The collection of gems owned by the duchess of 
Devonshire is celebrated. A few years ago she pre- 
sented herself at a ball dressed as Zenobla.

One 
of the rarest diamonds and the second found at the 
Cape belongs to Lady Dudley. It is called the Star 
of Africa and is worth more than. $200,000.

actors and actresses who excel in mimicry. — 

That imitating pays can be seen by the new 
five years’ contract that Eisie Janis has made 


with Charles Dillingham under whose man- 
agement she is tostar. She gave up & man- 
agement that had been paying her 780 4 
week and her only reason for giving it up, 
she said, was that it was not paying her 
enough salary. 

A new imitator in the person of a black 
eyed, black haired girl who until lately had 
not been heard of, has appeared in vaude- 
vite, and her friends announce with à bold- 
nese that is somewhat startling that she is 
the real successor to Miss Janis. This is La 
Belle Blanche. She does one thing that few 
imitators have done. She has omitted imi- 
tations of Eddie Foy and George M. Cohan. 

Blanche Ring does the imitating for the 
Lew Fields company, while Cecilia Loftus 
is on that job for the Joe Weber troupe. 

Miss Ring did not do imitations when she 
first went on tbe stage. At first she sang 
songs. Later she discovered that she could 
do acceptable imitations. One of those she 
does is an imitation of herself singing The 
Belle of Avenue A.“ The Good Old Summer 
Time,” “ Bedelia,” and other songs with 
which she has been closely connected in days 
gone by. 

One of the newer imitators is Gertrude 
Hoffman, the wife of the man who wrote 
much of the music that is heard in Anna 
Held’s “ The Parisian Model.“ She did her 
first imitating on the stage of the Illinois 
theater in Chicago. She wasin thecompany 
and on the way to Chicago when she amused 
the rest of the company by imftating Miss 
Held. Miss Held saw one of them and had 
F. Ziegfeld put the Hoffman imitation in 
“The Parisian Model.“ 

Henry E. Dixey is a marvelous mimic. One 
of the reasons that Richard Mansfield does 
not care overmuch for Dixey is that Dixey 
used to mimic him continually.

Nat Goodwin is an accomplished mimic. 
Many times he has broken up ͤ the mem- 
bers of the company acting with him by giv- 
ing impromptu imitations of them at un- 
looked for moments. 

Eddie Foy, George M. Cohan, Sam Bernard, 
Vesta Victoria, Ethel Barrymore, Mrs. Car- 

er, and Bernhardt are among the players 
that are most imitated. 

Idalene Cotton who acts in vaudeville with 
Nick Long does an imitation of Mrs. Fiske 
that is startling in its verisimilitude. 

Fay Templeton said once when asked 
why she did not attempt an imitation of a 
rush light star that happened at the time to 
be attracting considerable attention. 

‘ My dear, said she, “I don’ imitate dead
